@n old and good friend of mine. Hard 
ybargain? Indeed not.” 

__Mr. Gates would not give any more 
direct answer than a smile or a wink or 
a puff at the big, fat cigar he was smok- 
ing to inquiries as to whether he cleared 
$3,000,000 or lost $1,200,000 on his Louis- 
ville and Nashville coup, and he was equal- 
ly uncommunicative in regard to the fut- 
ure of the road, its relation to Illinois 
Central and Chicago and Eastern Illinois, 
a voting trust, and the arbitration of in- 
terests. 


THE SITUATION. 


In the afternoon Dow, Jones & Co. issued 
\the following bulletin: 


We understand that the situation in Louls- 
Ville and Nashville is about as follows: The 
stock bought by Mr. Gates is held by three in- 
terests, each holding about equal parts. Mesars. 
J: P. Morgan & Co. are understood to have pur- 
chased one-third. Mr. Gates and Mr. Hawley 
@re supposed to hold the balance. 

It is said that upon the entry of Messrs. J. 
P. Morgan & Co. into the Louisville and Nash- 
ville situation, and upon the assumption that 
Louisville and Nashville was to be operated 
more or less in harmony with the other Morgan 
interests in the South, Mr. Gates signified a de- 
sire to have an interest in Southern Railway. 
He was notified that the market was the best 
place to get it and he thereupon proceeded to 
@equire it in the market. This caused the ad- 
Vance in the stock. 

From the same source appeared a state- 
ment attributed to a member of the firm 
of J. P. Morgan & Co., as follows: 


“We are acting solely as bankers in this mat- 
ter. We have not bought a single share of Louis- 
ville stock, nor do we propose to do so. The con- 
trol of the property has been turned over to us 
by Harris, Gates & Co. for us to do with it as 
We please. Yes, one could call it a voting trust 
or a pool or anything of that nature, but I can- 
Mot tell you how long the voting trust will last. 

“ The Louisville and Nashville is now a Morgan 
road, just as are the Southern, the Reading, and 
the Northern Pacific. We are left free and un- 
trammeled in the matter, and the policy of the 
foad will be wholly dictated by us.”’ 

. “* Will there be a consolidation of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville and Southern?” he was 
@vked. 

“No, the matter has not even been discussed. 
There will be no consolidation, lease, merger, or 
holding company, nor will there be any closer 
Telations established between the two systems 
than now exist. 

“It would be impossible to form a consolida- 
tion of the two properties. The laws of the 
Southern States on the question of a merger or 
lease of the two roads are most stringent, and 
@re even more severe than those which now - 
ist in Northern States."’ “3

The chief features of the market were its 
continued activity, the appearance of the 
public as buyers on a fairly large scale, and 
the decidedly strong undertone. All told, 
more than 1,300,000 shares were traded in, 
with a number of new high-record prices 
established. Among the issues selling up to 
record figures were ‘“‘ Big Four,’ Canada 
Southern, Reading, International Power, 
Kansas City Southern common and pre- 
ferred, and Cleveland, Lorain and Wheeling 
preferred. 

So far as Louisville and Nashville and 
Southern Railway were concerned they 
were, in the light of recent happenings, 
comparatively quiet and the movements 
rather tame. Southern Railway, neverthe- 
less, enjoyed the distinction of being the 
most active issue on the list, being traded in 
to the extent of 230,000 shares, representing 
more than one-sixth of the entire market 
transactions. The tape recorded the open- 
ing at ‘‘ 15,000 shares from 38% to 38\%,”’ as 
compared with Tuesday’s close of 37%. This 
opening price was the highest for the day, 
the stock thereafter falling to 37, rallying to 
88%, and finally reacting again to 37, where 
it closed. 

The selling was in part for the short ac- 
count and in part by recent buyers in order 
to take profits. The principal reason for 
the selling was, of course, the official an- 
nouncement that Southern Railway is in 
nowise interested in the Louisville pur- 
chase. In well-informed quarters of the 
Street this statement is regarded in the 
nature of a quibble, it being the belief that 
in any event the Louisville and Southern 
will from this time on be operated in con- 
plete harmony. 

In Louisville and Nashville only 15,000 
shares of the stock changed’ hdnds, with 
the price fluctuating between 128 and 124%. 
The close, 125%, marked a net loss of 17% 
points. 

Brokers acting for Mr. Gates and his 
friends were conspicuous as purchasers of 
Southern Railway on the decline, while 
they were active also in a number of other 
shares, notably St. Paul, Atchison, Texas 
Pacific, Wisconsin Central, Chicago Ter- 
minal, and Colorado Fuel. 


FIGHT FOR CONTROL DENIED. 


ATLANTA, Ga., April 16.—President Sam- 
uel Spencer of the Southern Railway Com- 
pany sent the following telegram to-day to 
S. M. Inman, one of the Directors of the 
Southern and a member ‘of the Executive 
Board: 

“The Louisville and Nashville situation 
is simply this: Mr. Gates and his associ- 
ates, apparently without any consultation 
with any railroad interest in the South or 
elsewhere, and entirely on their own ac- 
count, bought in the open market large 


blocks of Louisville and Nashville stock 
and claim now to hold a clear majority. 

“By reason of a large short interest, 
growing partially out of the sale by the 
Louisville and Nashville Company of 50,000 
shares—an authorized additional issue of 
treasury stock—which was not listed, and 
not, therefore, a good delivery on the Ex- 
change, a serious corner was imminent. 
J. P. Morgan & Co. were appealed to to use 
their influence to prevent such a disastrous 
condition. After two days’ negotiations 
this has resulted in an agreement by which 
the Gates stock will be deposited with and 
placed under the control of J. P. Morgan & 
Co. as bankers and not as representing any 
railway a and with no purpose ex- 
cept to constrve in the best possible way 
the general financial and business situa- 
tion and avoid the serious complications 
which have threatened. 

“The Southern Railway Company has 
had and has no interest, directly or indi- 
rectly, present or prospective, in the pur- 
chave of the stock or in its deposit as above 
with J. P. Morgan & Co. There is no con- 
test for the control of the Louisville and 
Nashville by any other railway company 
and not likely to be, certainly not by the 
Southern.”’ 


DIRECTORS’ MEETING OFF. 


Louisville Members of the Board Re- 


ceive Advices from Mr. Belmont. 
Special to The New York Times. 

LOUISVILLE, Ky., April 16.—The three 
Louisville Directors of the Louisville and 
Nashville Railroad were notified by wire 
yesterday to attend a called meeting of the 
Directors which was to have been held in 
New York to-morrow. The wire came from 
August Belmont, and nothing was said as 


to the object of the meeting. Col. Atilla 
Cox, James Helm, and John M. Atherton 
answered back that they would be unable 
to attend the meeting, and this morning 
they received word that the meeting had 
been postponed indefinitely. It takes seven 
to make a quorum of Directors, and three 
or four of those in the East are now 
abroad, making it necessary for those of 
Louisville to be present at the meeting. 

It was said that the Louisville Directors 
would resign, but they denied that to-day. 
They said the October stockholders’ meet- 
ing was the one at which the complexion 
of the Directory was changed. They pre- 
sumed they would leave the road at that 
ume. 


THE SEABOARD AIR LINE. 


BALTIMORE, April 16.—It was learned 
to-day from a semi-official source that the 
Seaboard Air Line Railway figures mm the 
general understanding reached in New York 
in connection with the Louisville and Nash- 
ville sale. This, it is stated, assures the 
continuance of the friendly relations exist- 


ing between the Seaboard and the Louis- 
ville and Nashville. 

It is understood that conferences have been 
held between the Morgan interests and 
representatives of the Seaboard. Prestient 
John Skelton Williams of the latter and 
President Samuel Spencer of the Southemn 
Railway were present at these conferences.

Woman Saw Detective Help a Man 
Into the Mysterious Cab. 


Another Woman Who Had Heard 
Screams in West 47th Street Sta- 
tion Called—Cohen Examined 
Before Justice Mayer. 


District Attorney Jerome's investigation 
before Justice Mayer, acting as a Magis- 
trate, into the case of James McAuliffe, the 
| Glennon witness, who died on Feb. 16 of a 
fractured skull and who, it is charged, was 
killed by policemen in the West Forty- 
| seventh Street Police Station, was contin- 

ued yesterday in the Chambers adjoining 
| the Court of Special Sessions. The exam- 
ination of witnesses was secret, as no one 
had appeared to make charges on “ in- 
formation, and belief,” which would give 
the right to the presence of counsel and of 
the complainant. 

The most important witness was Mrs. Jo- 
seph Luigs of Hoboken. She positively 
identified Detective Sergeant Kiernan as 
one of two men whom she had _ seen 
helping a staggering man out of the police 
station into a cab. It is the contention of 
those who have held that the Glennon wit- 
ness was fatally beaten in the station house 
that he was taken away in a cab, to be 
thrown out a little further on, where he 
was left to stagger on alone and then drop 
dead in the street. 

It is the claim of the police that ‘there 
was a man taken from the station house at 
about the same hour. He had been arrest- 
ed on complaint of a hack driver. He was 
intoxicated and refused to pay his fare. 
The man, who gave his name as Johnson, 


was put into a cab in charge of Policeman 
Hayes. 

On the way to the Police Court the police- 
man saw that it was then after the hour 
for closing court and drove back with his 
prisoner to the station house, where the 
man was held until the following morning, 
when he was discharged, the cabman fall- 
ing to appear to make complaint against 

m. 


THE ORDEAL OF COHEN. 


The secret hearing before Justice Mayer 
Was begun yesterday afternoon at 4:30 
o'clock. Aaron Cohen was the first wit- 
ness called. He has previously testified 
that he saw a man answering the descrip- 


tion of McAuliffe tilken from the police 
station in a cab on Feb. 16. 

Cohen was under examination for an 
hour and a half. While he was being ques- 
tioned, Policeman Galligan was called into 
the secret examination. Galligan is the 
policeman, who, as Cohen has said, ordered 
him to ‘‘ get to h—! out of here,’’’ on the 
morning when the witness said he saw the 
police taking a man away from the station 
in a cab. He had stopped to observe the 
unusual performance, he says, because he 
had never seen a helpless man led from a 
police station into a cab. 

When Cohen left the Justice’s chambers 
he was pink and white, and sighed, like 
one who had been through a trying ordeal. 
He mopped his face, head, and neck. He 
seemed almost in a state of collapse, and 
hurried out into the corridor, where he was 
surrounded by friends. He said that he 
had been forced .to take three separate 
oaths during the examination. 

‘‘What I told them tn there,” he said, 
“would fill a_ book.”’ 

Mrs, Ellen Petzold of 344. West Forty- 
elghth Street was subpoenaed in the early 
afternvon. She lives directly in the rear of 
the station house, and has stated that she 
heard terrible screams coming from there 
on the hight of the alleged murder. Mrs. 
Petzold arrived about 5 o'clock and had a 
long conference with Assistant District At- 
torney Lord. 

Commissioner of Police Partridge and 
Deputy Commissioners Thurston and Eb- 
stein were in the Chambers of Justice 
Mayer during the gate part of the after- 
noon’s hearing. ney. refused to discuss 
what had occurred. he hearing was ad- 
journed at 6:30 until 8 o'clock. It had been 
supposed that it would be held in Mr. 
Jerome's Rutgers Street home, but _ wit- 
nesses were told to come back to the Crim- 
inal Courts Building, where the hearing 
was continued in the evening. 

At the evening session Mrs. the 
most important witness of the day, was ex- 
amined. She was a New York giri, and 
went to live with her husband in Hoboken 
seven years ago, She testified that she had 
spent her childhood in the neighborhood 
of the West Ferty-seventh Street Police 
Station, and that she had heen a pupil in 
the public school just abéve the police 
station. 

She said that she had come to New York 
on the Saturday before McAuliffe died and 
that she had stopped with friends in Twen- 
ty-seventh Street. The next morning she 
had started to visit her father and walked 
up Eighth Avenue on her way to his home 
on Fifty-third Street. She thought of the 
old school house when she reached Forty- 
seventh Street and turned up the street to 
see it. 

She saw a cab standing before the station 
house, and two men, she said, were assist- 
ing a man down the steps to it. A _ police- 
man shoved the man into the cab. She said 
that the cab then went down the avenue. 
She saw a man standing near the station 
house steps, and a policeman ordered him 
away. 

At this point Aaron Cohen was again 
called into the room. It was the report 
that she identified him as the man whom 
the policeman had told to leave in forcible 
language. Mrs. Luigs could not identify 
John Lennon as one of those who had 
helped the man down the steps. He has 
stated that he saw the man taken from the 
station. 

SHE IDENTIFIES KIERNAN,

Lennon fol- 
lowed, and at the avenue the cab pulled 
Ep. “Mac” gave him a dollar bill, telling 
him to change it. When he returned the 
cab was gane. 

Lennon testified that four nights after 
McAuliffe’s death he was assaulted by a 
ong He still shows signs of having 

een badly used. 

James Kiernan, the Detective Sergeant, 
was called before Lennon, and the latter 
identified him on oath, as one of the men 
he saw putting the man in the cab. 

The last witness of the day was Henry 
H. Riatt, who said he saw a man shoved 
from a cab on the Sunday morning at a

STEVENS PROPERTY SOLD. 


Fifth Avenue and 44th Street Corner 
Taken by Syndicate—May Become 
Site for Hotel—Price About 
$1,000,000. 

The Paran Stevens estate property at the 
southeast corner of Fifth Avenue and For- 
ty-fourth Street has been sold by the trus- 
tees of the estate, John W. Sterling and 
John S. Melcher, to Richard M. Montgom- 
ery. Mr. Montgomery represents a syndi- 
cate, organized by himself and William H. 
Chesebrough, President of the Century 
Realty Company, in which syndicate Per- 
cival W. Clement of Rutland, Vt., holds the 
principal interest. Associated with Mr. 
Clement in the transaction are Henry and 
Jefferson Seligman and the Century Realty 

Company. 

Interested parties yesterday declined to 
State even approximately the price paid for 


the property, although it is believed by ca- 
pable judges that the figure was not far 
from $1,000,000. The plot contains about six 
lots, having a frontage of 96 feet 10 inches 
on Fifth Avenue_and 150 feet on Forty- 
fourth Street. Members of the purchasing 
Syndicate say that there is at present no 
definite project for improvement of the 
property, although there can be no‘ doubt 
that it will be the site of a fine hotel struct- 
ure in the near future. 

In this connection it will be recalled that 
Percival W. Clement was one of the in- 
corporators of the New England Hotel 
Company, organized several weeks ago un- 
der the laws of the State of Vermont with 
a capital of $500,000. At the time of its in- 
corporation one of the Directors of this 
company said that its object was to lease 
and operate a new hotel to be built in the 
central part of Manhattan, near Fifth Ave- 
nue, upon a site which had pot at that time 
been definitely determined upon.

Avenue, while by reason of the countless 
but hitherto Gnsuccessful negotiations for 
its sale there is no parcel on Manhattan 
Island better known among real estate 
men. The late Paran Stevens acquired the 
plot, a little at a time, buying first the im- 
mediate corner lot and gradually aeeng the 
adjoining parcels. From the time of his 
death until comparatively recently his es- 
tate wes so tied up. owing to legal and 
other difficulties, that little of his property 
passed into new kands. About a year ago 
George C. Boldt of the Waldorf-Astoria 
bought from the estate the southeast corner 
of Fifth Avenue and Thirty-seventh Street, 
of about the same size as the Forty-fourth 
Street corner, paying $900,000 for it. Sub- 
sequently a large plot on Forty-first Street, 
just west of Seventh Avenue, was sold by 
the Stevens heirs, and is. soon to be the 
site of Klaw & Erlanget’s new theatre.

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BOOKKEEPER FOR A 
BROKERS’ FIRM MISSING 


$5,000 of Proceeds from a 100- 
Share Certificate Also Gone. 


Lot of St. Paul Stock Marketed with 
Banking House Through a Broker 
During Lunch Hour.

Allen F. Hedges, 
Ames, Swan & Co., stock brokers at 
Broad Street, and members of the New 
York Stock Exchange, left the office short- 
ly after 12 o'clock yesterday, presumably 
to get his lunch. When he did not return 
after an absence of two hours, an investi- 
gation was made, and it was discovered 
that a 100-share certificate of Chicago, Mil- 
waukee and St. Paul common stock, worth 
—at the Clearing House price of $176— 
$17,000, had also disappeared. 

Later the fact developed that Hedges had 
géne with the certificate to the office of 
Herman Goldschmidt, a broker at 10 Wall 
Street, and had there represented that the 
stock belonged to himself and a Chicago 
man who intended to open an acount with 
Goldschmidt. The latter knew Hedges, as 
he had, previous to securing a position with 
Ames, Swan & Co., made Goldschmidt’s 
office his headquarters. Accordingly, when 
Hedges asked him to sell the stock for the 
joint account of himself and his alleged Chi- 
cago acquaintance Goldschmidt took the 
certificate to Zimmermann & Forshay, with 
whom he had often done business, and 
asked them to sell the stock for cash. This 
Zimmermann & Forshay refused to do, but 
they finally sold it for next day's delivery 
for a fraction over 170, and gave Gold- 


schmidt a check for the amount, less the 
commission and one day’s interest. Gold- 
schmidt deposited the check in his own 
bank. 

Upon Hedges’s request for $5,000 Gold- 
schmidt gave him a check for that amount, 


| Hedges saying that he would leave the re- 


mainder to margin future transactions. 
Hedges requested $5,000 on the ground 
ace *f that to have asked for more would 
ave a®oused suspicions. 

Ames, Swan & Co., when they discovered 
their loss, advertised it on the tape. Zim- 
mermann & Forshay immediately bought 
the stock in, according to the rule, and at 
a slight loss, and demanded of Goldschmidt 
the amount of their check. Goldschmidt 
hurried over and told the firm that he 
could not do it. ‘‘ I haven't got it,”’ he said. 
He then told them how he had given Hedges 
$5,000. He gave Zimmermann & Forshay, 
however, a cashier’s check on his bank for 
the remaining $12,000. 

As the matter stands now Zimmermann 
& Forshay have the 100 St. Paul and 
$12,000, and Hedges and the sum of $5,000 
are gone. It remains to be seen whether 
Ames, Swan & Co. or Zimmermann & For- 
shay will have to stand the loss. The police 
were notified, and Capt. Titus placed a 
watch at any point where it was thought 
that Hedges might go. 

Hedges has been with the firm about six 
months, was paid a good salary, and bore 
an excellent reputation. He lives at 719 
Prospect Place, Brooklyn, where he has a 
wife and grown children. The firm where 
he was employed comprises Frederick F. 
Ames, H. Tilden Swan, and George B. 
Manning. 

Shortly before noon the cashier went to 
the firm’s safe deposit vault for some se- 
curities. In his absence Hedges, Who tem- 
porarily replaced him, received from Ar- 
thur L, Leland & Co. a 100-share certifi- 
cate of Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul, 
and gave the messenger. Ames, Swan & 
Co.’s check*for $17,000. When the cashier 
returned he asked Hedges if any stock had 
come in. Hedges answered “No.” Then 
Hedges left the office. 

According to the rules of the Stock Ex- 
change, all Clearing House deliveries have 
to be made before 2:15 o'clock, and it was 
near that time when the cashier noticed 
that, according to the books, his firm had 
not. received the 100 St. Paul due them 
from Arthur 8. Leland & Co. He called 
up that firm on the telephone, and was told 
that the stock had been delivered and that 
they had Ames, Swan & Co.’s check in their 
office. This started the investigation. 

Experts were at work on the books last 
night, but no further shortage had been 
discovered up to a late hour. 

George B. Manning, when seen last night 
at the Broad Exchange Building, said that 
he was much surprised at his bookkeeper's 
disappearance, as Hedges had come to 
them highly recommended, was a faithful 
and obliging worker, and an expert book- 
keeper. 

‘“T liked Hedges exceedingly,’’ said Mr. 
Manning,’’ ‘‘and took a personal interest 
in him. Not long ago we advanced his sal- 
ary, because we thought he was worth it. 
He was a hard worker, and often, when he 
could, he would drop his own work to help 
others out, and frequently would remain 
late to finish his own work. His books 
wee always up to date and always fcor- 
reet.’’ 


Hedges, who is about forty-five years oid, 
is well known in Wall Street, having been a 
member of the firm of H. L. Hotchkiss & 
Co.. which failed in 1893. Since that time 
he has been employed in various capacities 
by 8S. H. Rosenblatt, now a member of the 
firm of Zimmermann & Forshay, by Dickin- 
son and Potter and other Wall Stree« 
houses. 

Mr. Swan of the firm said that he under- 
stood a woman called at the office during 
the morning and asked for Hedges. An 
office boy, who passed through the cor- 
ridor at the time, said that the woman and 
Heages were having an animated conversa- 
tion. 

At 721 Prospect Place, Brooklyn, where 
Hedges has lived for the past two and a 
half years, Mrs. Hedges was seen last 
night. She had not heard the news about 
her husband until reporters called at her 
house late last evening. She said her hus- 
band had not returned to the house, but 
that she had not worried on that account, 
as he had frequently staid out late at night, 
being detained, as she understood, at his 
office by business.

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"RUSSIAN SITUATION GRAVE. 


Revolutionary Movement Widespread 
and Deep-Rooted—Ministers De- 
ceive the Czar. 


Lonpon TimMEsS—NEW YORK TIMES

LONDON, April 17.—The Russian rev- 
olutionary movement, says the Vienna 
correspondent of The Times, is wide- 
spread and deep rooted and extends to all 
classes of society. The correspondent 
says a foreign statesman said to him: 

“The internal situation of Russia 
very much worse than any of us sup- 
posed. It is so bad that it has partially 
crippled Russia’s power for international 
mischief. At present the most important 
part of a Russian Minister’s task is to 
conceal much of the truth from the Czar. 

“It is no secret that, in regard to Fin- 
land, things are thoroughly misrepre- 
sented to the Czar. It was difficult to 
withhold from him the facts in_regard to 
the students’ revolt, in connection with 
which his Majesty showed an inclination 
to clemency. It is generally believed 
that had it not been for the evil influ- 
ence of certain State officials serious 
progress would have been made in the 
present reign toward domestic emancipa- 
tion and reform,” 

The correspondent quotes the Neue 
Freie Presse, which prints a special com- 
munication from Russia stating that at 
the time of the recent demonstration in 
St. Petersburg a detachment of infantry 
was three times ordered to fire. Not a 
single soldier moved. The troops were 
then taken back to their barracks.

COERCION IN IRELAND. 


Three Sections of the Crimes Act Are 
to be Enforced in a Large 
Number of Districts. 


DUBUIN, April 16.—Three sections of the 
Crimes act are put in force in a large num- 
ber-of districts in Ireland by a proclama- 
tion, issued to-night, by Earl Cadogan, the 
Lord Lieutenant. 

The sections in question provide for sum- 
mary jurisdiction in cases of criminal con- 
spiracy, intimidation, and unlawful 
sembly, for trial by special jury, and for 
change of venue at the option of the Crown. 

The counties in which the foregoing sec- 
tions of the act are to be enforced are Cav- 
an, Clare, Cork, Leitrim, Mayo, Roscom- 
mon, Sligo, Tipperary, and Waterford, 
well as the Boroughs of Cork and Water- 
ford. These are the districts in which the 
United Irish League has been most active. 

The League itself has not yet been pro- 
claimed, but it is believed that this step 
will be taken shortly. 
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DR. GILMAN’S MISSION. 


He Will Sail from Here To-day for 
Europe in Interest of the Car- 
negie Institution.

BALTIMORE, Md., April 16.—Dr. Daniel 
Coit Gilman of the Carnegie Institution Ex- 
ecutive Committee left Baltimore this morn- 
ing for New York, whence he will sail for 
Europe to-morrow. Dr. Gilman while 
abroad will make it his business to famillar- 
ize himself with present university methods. 
This is in accord with a resolution adopted 
at a session of the Executive Committee of 
the Carnegie Institution in Washington yes- 
terday, at which Dr. Gilman was present 

and bade adieu to his associates. 

In speaking of his trip, Dr, Gilman said: 
‘“‘T hope in my visits to the several educa- 
tional centres of the Old World to grasp 
some new ideas, new inspirations, and in- 
proved methods for the management of an 
institution designed for e higher educa- 
tion of Americans. The lines upon which 
the Carnegie endowment has been planned 
make it essential that all the knowicdge 
possible on the subject should be at our 
disposal, and for this reason my instruc. 
tions are to visit every university in 
Surope, and seek to as¢ertain the special 
elements of its, strength.”’ 


The Standard Buys the Holdings of 
Guffey & Galey—Prices 
Pushed Up.

PITTSBURG, April 16.—Through the 
South Penn Oil Company, the Standard Oil 
Company has purchased the oil holdings of 
Guffey & Galey in Harrison, Calhoun, and 
Gilmour Counties, West Virginia. The deal 
was made on a basis of 900 barrels a day, 
and the price was $1,200 per barrel, or 
$1,080,000. This includes 40,000 acres of 
producing territory. 

Previously the Standard bought the hold- 
ings of Theodore N. Barnsdall for some- 
thing over $1,000,000, and that of Benedum 
Brothers, in Cameron County, for $500,000. 
Several smaller producers in Marshall 
County were bought out for an aggregate 
price of $6,750,000, which, it is said, makes 
the totals of the Standard’s investments 
in West Virginia between $15,000,000 and 
$20,000,000. It now controls all but about 
10 per cent. of the production of the State. 

Included in the latter is the firm of Jen- 
nings Brothers, who are interested in the 
Pure Oil Company, and will not sell out to 
the Standard. The Pure Oil Company has 
a pipe line to tidewater, and is running a 
line to the West Virgina fields. Guffey and 
Galey retain control of about 100,000 acres 
of coal land in Wetzel, Marion, Doddridge, 
and Ritchie Counties, West Va. 

Following the announcement that it has 
secured control of the immense holdings 
of the Guffey and Galey oil interests in 
West Virginia, the Standard Oil Company 
to-day pushed, up the price 5 cents a bar- 
rel on the finer grades afid 3 cents on the 
lesser.

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CHINESE EXCLUSION 
BILL PASSES SENATE 


Platt Amendment Re-enacting the 
Present Law Adopted. 


Vote on Final Passage 76 to 1, Mr. Hoar 
Voting No—Provisions Extend- 
ed to Philippines.

WASHINGTON, April 16.—After spends 
ing an afternoon in voting on innumerable 
amendments to the Chinese Exclusion bill, 
the Senate composedly dropped that mease 
ure and adopted the Platt substitute by @ 
vote of 48 to 33. Having made this substi« 
tution, the Senate passed the amended bill 
by a vote of 76 to 1, Mr. Hoar alone voting 
in the negative. 

The Platt substitute simply re-enacts the 
present law and extends it to the Philip- 
pines, It was the bill contended for by the 
conservative element which is opposed to all 
rigorous modes of Chinese exclusion, and 
was also voted for by those who regard it 
as too strong, but milder than the proposed 
bill. It was offered by Senator Platt of 
Connecticut, and was supported by such 
men as Hoar and Quay, who made na great 
concealment of their distaste for the whole 
policy of Chinese exclusion, although mosg 
of those who voted for it did so merely on 
the ground that the pending bill was too 
radical. 

Five Democrats voted for the Platt sub« 
stitute—Cockrell, McLaurin, of South Caroe 
lina, Pettus, Blackburn, and Gibson. Eight 
Republicans voted against it—Fairbanks, 
Lodge, Mitchell, Penrose, Perkins, Dolliver, 
Foster of Washington, and Simon. 

During the long progress of the voting 
on amendments an interesting incident oc- 


curred when Senator Quay moved an 
amendment which would have allowed 


those Chinese who imperilled their lives in - 


defense of the legations.at Peking in 1900 
to enter the United States. Mr. Quay pro- 
duced an account of the siege of the Pei- 
Tang Cathedral, written by a Bishop, wm 
which the sufferjngs of the besieged and 
the gallantry of their Chinese servants were 
described. 

The debate on this proposition of Mr. 
Quay'’s was curious. Mr. Quay claimed 
that these men had earned not only merely 
privileges, but high honors from the Cau- 
casians of the world. Mr. Dolliver made aw 
eloquent speech in which he said that the 
civilized world honored the defenders of 
Peking, and that other countries had been 
more prompt to recognize the debt than our 
arn. Not a single speech was made against 
it. 

Then the vote was taken, and Mr. Clapp 
voted against the amendment. So did 
Sixty-seven other Senators, and the only 
ones who voted for it were Dolliver, Bure 
ton, Hoar, Platt of New York, Proctor. 
Quay, and Vest. 

Another interesting incident 
was the appearance of Mr. Quay as an 
orator, something that is of rare occure 
rence. He took a leading part in marshal- 
ing the opposition to the more rigorous 
form of exclusion. He took very little pains 
to conceal his contempt for the whole 
principle of exciusion, saying that he could 
not ‘“‘join in the general how! and attack 
on the Chinese.’’ He compared the Senators 
advocating ‘the original bill to the Boxers, 
saying that the motto of the latter was 
“exclude the foreign devils; China for the 
Chinese.”’ and the motto of the former was 
“exclude the Chinese; America for the 
Americans.” Mr. Quay also argued that the 
want of domestic servants was becoming 
a grave problem, that the--Chinese’ could 
fill the want, and that they would not com- 
pete with American labor in this line. 

“But,” he said, in. a semi-amused, man- 
ner, ‘the laboring people of Pennsylvania 
have become imbued with the idea that 
they are threatened with competition from 
Chinese labor and from no other kind of 
labor, and I feel like deferring to some exe 
tent to their wishes.’’ 

Therefore he voted for the milder bill, the 
Platt substitute. 


PROCEEDINGS IN DETAIL. 


Various Amendments to the House Bill 
Acted Upon Before the Substi- 
tution Was Made. 
WASHINGTON, April 16.—Senator Tur- 
ner opened the final debate on the Chinese 
Exclusion bill in reply to the 
speech made yesterday by Mr. Spooner. He 
repeated his assertion that the shipping in- 
terests and the transcontinental railroads 
have agents in Washington using their 
strongest efforts to defeat the pending bill. 
Mr. PatterSon defended the provision in 
the Mitchell. bill, excluding Chinese from 
American ships, declaring that it is essen- 
tial to the protection of American labor on 

the sea. 

Mr. Hanna was the 
turned his attention to the connection of 
J. R. Dunn, Chinese Inspector, with the 
bill. He read a letter from Secretary Shaw, 
explaining that Mr. Dunn had been sum- 
moned to Washington last November to 
give advice in connection with the framing 
of the proposed Chinese legislation, and 
saying that Mr. Dunn's connection with 
the legislation was merely advisory in 
character, Mr. Hanna then created some 
surprise by saying abrutly that “ knowing 
this man as I do, I here state that Mr. 
Dunn is an unreliable witness and adviser." 
He then took up some of Mr. Dunn’s statee 


ments to the Committee on Immigration. 
He referred especially to a statement made 
by Mr. Dunn to the effect that he had 
been importuned to accept his position, and 
intimating, Mr. Hanna said, that this im- 
portuning had come from President_ Mc- 
Kinley because he had lived in the Presi- 
dent’s town. “If that be so,’’ he ex- 
claimed, ““I demand that he produce the 
letter.”’ 

Furthermore, he said, the present Sec- 
retary had assured him that he was not in 
accord with all parts of the pending bill: 
It was also true that the Secretary of State 
never had been consulted with reference to 
the bill notwithstanding the treaty with 
China is involved and regardless of the fact 
that a new commercial treaty between the 
United States and China is now under con- 
sideration by the representatives of the two 
countries. 

Mr. Hanna quoted Mr. Lodge’s statement 
that the omission of the Chinese exclusion 
legislation would be resented at the polls 
by the working classes. ‘‘I am sorry,” he 
said, ‘‘ that Senator Lodge has such an un- 
favorable opinion of the workingmen of 
this country, and as a friend of that class 
I resent this characterization of their mo- 
tives.’" He maintained that Senators have 
a perfect right to vote their judgment 
without being charged that their votes 
were influenced by dollars or biased by 
politics. ; 

At 1 o'clock, the time set for voting to 

begin, Mr. Lodge asked for a vote on his 
amendment striking out the provision pro- 
hibiting the employment of Chinese sailors 
on American ships, known as the seaman’s 
clause. Mr. Lodge's amendment prevailed, 
47 to 29.

The purpose of tne amend- 
ment is to allow Chinese born in the United 
States, or Chinese who had become citizens, 
to return to the United States if at any 
time they should leave this country.

He 
said the United States was committed to 
the policy of exclusion, and any sugges- 
tion that Senators opposing the bill were 
seeking to break down the exclusion policy 
was gratuitous, but the pending bill was 
unnecessary; it was offensive to China at 
a time when we soughe her good will, and 
it improperly enacted Treasury regulations 
as law. ° 

An amendment by Mr. Cockrell wag

DETECTIVE SERGEANT UPHELD. 


Application of Officer Appointed by Col. 
Murphy Without Examination 
Granted. 

Justice Gildersleeve, in the Supreme 
Court, rendered a decision yesterday which, 
if sustained, will establish the positions of 
ninety. or more Detective Sergeants appoint- 
ed by Commissioner Murphy without a civil 
service examination since April 1, 1901, de- 
spite the. objections of the Municipal Civil 
Service Board and Commissioner Partridge. 
Detective... Sergeant , Willlam J. Lahey 
brought proceedings in the Supreme Court 
to test the legality of Ris appointment by 
applying for 4 writ of Mandamus to compel 
Commissioner Partridge and the Civil Ser- 
vice Board to certify the ‘pay rolts so-that 
he may receive a salary of $2,000 a year. 
Justice Gildersleeve, in his decision on the 
application, grants the writ of mandamus, 
but says that he will grant.a stay in order 
that an appeal may be taken at once for 
the final determination of the matter, if so 


desired. 

Lahey was appointed Detective Sergeant 
by Commissioner Murphy after April 1, 1901, 
and received his salary as such until Com- 
missioner Partridge took office..

PHILBIN ON GRAND JURIES. 


Declares He Only Had Two Good Bodies 
—Talks of County Detectives 


and Mrs. Foster. 
Stecicl to The New York Times. 


ORANGE, N. J., April 16.—Ex-District 
Attorney Philbin of New York County de- 
livered' an address at Seton Hall College, 
South Orange to-night on the subject of 
“ Office and Duties of the District Attorney 
of New York County.”’. Mr. Philbin is a 
graduate of Seton, and was warmly re- 
ceived. A large number of Catholic cler- 
gymen, including Bishop O'Connor, were 
in attendance. Mr. Philbin said, in part: 

“Only twice during my term of twelve 
months did I have a Grand Jury’ which 
fearlessly and inteligently performed. its 


duty. All the others had only a minority of 
those who possessed a proper conception of 
their duty and the courage to perform it. 
“On one occasion 1 was so indignant at 
the influences that were prevailing with 
the Grand Jury that I felt it my duty to 
refuse to submit any more cases during 
the term and thus bring the court to dis- 
miss it. I consulted with some of the 
Judges and received no discouragement of 
the idea from them. The opportunity of 
thus calling attention to the unfortunate 
condition that. frequently existed in the 
Grand Jury room, and. possibly putting 
check upon those who had for their sole 
guidance political considerations, appealed 
to me. . 
, ‘On further consideration, however, I 
recognized that a dangerous ent 
would be created, and that a District At- 
torney who was actuated by a desire to de- 
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feat justice, could use the very same ex- 
pedient, and I therefore abandoned the in- 
vention. 

“Subpoena servers, called county de- 
tectives, to the number of about twenty- 
five, form part of the office force. I did 
not use these men for detective purpose, 
except in few instances, because I thought 
it safer to rely upon the police whose duty 
it was to detect crime and supply the Dis- 
trict Attorney with evidence thereof. An- 
other reason was that county detectives in 
my administration had no experience or 
training as detectives. It seemed to me, 
however, that to attempt to perform the 
ordinary duty of the police in any way was 
to acquiesce in their neglect or inability. 
The best means to maintain a high stand- 
ard in our government agencies is to insist 
upon their living up to their official obli- 
gations and tolerate nothing else. 

“My opinion in this regard has been 
strengthened by actual experience, for the 
pursuance of that policy enables me to say 
that the police never failed to fully co- 
operate with me during my administration 
of the District Attorney’s office, although 
politically and otherwise hostile to me. 
It is only where it is necessary to unearth 
eorruption in the police that the employ- 
ment of private detective agencies is de- 
sirable from the public-interest point of 
view. 

“One of my greatest aids in the admin- 
istration of the office of District Attorney 
was the noble woman who held the title of 
‘Tombs Angel.’ I think that my expe- 
rience as a member of the State Board of 
Charities and such slight connection as I 
have had with other charttabie organiza- 
tions entitle my oounee to some weight 
when I say that do not know of any 
work of charity that was so effectively and 
thoroughly conducted as the performance 
of Mrs. Foster’s mission, She never at- 
tempted to interfere with the administra- 
tion of justice and not once did I receive 
from her an appeal on behalf of.a guilty 
person.” 


REVOLUTION IN COLOMBIA. 


Bocas del Toro Threatened with Bom- 
bardment—Revolutionists Seize 
American Company’s Property. 


COLON, Columbia, April 16.—A launch 
belonging to the Panama Canal Company 
returned here this morning from Bocas 
del Toro, bringing reports that the situa- 
tion there is growing more serious. The 
Liberal troops under Gen.. Buendia have 
reached Old Bank, a settlement op an isl- 
and near the entrance to Bocas del Toro. 
Gen. Buendia notified the Government 
Commander at Bocas yesterday that four- 
teen hours would be given him to surrender 
the town, and that his non-compliance 
with this ultimatum would result in imme- 


diate attack. The launch left Bocas for 
Colon before the fourteen hours had ex- 
pired. 

The revolutionists at Bocas have already 
seized steam launches, barges, &c., be- 
longing to the United Fruit Company. 
Bocas del Toro is entirely devoted to the 
banana business, 
there are almost supreme. The seizure of 
the property is receiving the attention of 
the United States gunboat Machias, -which 
is now the only warship at Bocas. 

It is believed that the Colombian Gov- 
ernment is sending a commission from 
Honda, on the Magdalena, consisting of 
three prominent foreigners, which has full 
authority to arran terms and treat for 
peace with the revolutionists. 

Besides the Government victory at So- 
acha Feb, 28, and the defeats of Gen. 
Uribe-Uribe in the Department of Tolima, 
news received here from Barranquilla to- 
day says Government Gen, Rivera recently 
defeatéd insurgent Gen. Marin at Ibague 
and Chicoral, 
Gen. Marin has expressed a desire to lay 
down his arms if his life and the lives of 
his troops be guaranteed by the Govern- 
ment. 


BISHOP NEUMANN’S TOMB. 


To be Opened and Examined Before 
He Can Be Made a Saint. 
Special to The New York Times. 


PHILADELPHIA, April 16.—The ecclesi- 
astical court which is investigating the life 
and works of the late Bishop John Nepo- 
mucene Neumann, Bishop of Philadelphia, 
who died in 1852, with a view to determin- 
ing whether the Vatican can canonize him 
as a saint, has decided to open his tomb in 
the basement of St. Peter’s Church in order 
to examine the body and to obtain a record 
of the most minute details of the case, 

There is said to be a peculiar motive in 
thus opening the coffin. It is necessary 
for the court to assure itself that Bisho 
Neumann was not buried alive. Had such 
an event occurred, he could not be canon- 
ized, as _a doubt would remain as to 
whether he died free from sin. A man 
buried alive, the Catholic Church argues, 
no matter how holy his life had been, 
would be under prone temptation to rebel 
against the will of God and blaspheme.

“FRENCHY” IS PARDONED 


Convicted Slayer of “Old Shake- 
speare” to be Released. 


The Woman’s Murder Occurred in 1891, 
and the Man Went to Prison 
for Life. 


ALBANY, April 16.—Gov. Odell to-day 
pardoned Amer Ben Ali, better known as 
“Frenchy,” who has been serving a life 
sentence in the Matteawan State Hos- 
pital for Insane Criminals for the =mur- 
der of a woman called ‘‘ Old Shakespeare ”’ 
in New York City in 1801. The pardon was 
granted by the Governor because he be- 
lieves there are gtave doubts of the pris- 
oner’s guilt, much of the testimony being 
of a peculiar character, and ‘‘ Frenchy,” 
being placed at a disadvantage, being un- 
able to speak English. The pardon was 
asked for by several influential and promi- 
nent. men, including the Hon. Jules Cam- 
bon, the French Ambassador; Frederic R. 
Coudert, J. B. Martin, and others. 

“Frenchy’”’ was convicted of murder in 
the second degree in 1891. He is an Al- 
gerian, and it is said will go back to Al- 
giers, 


About twelve years ago the world was 
astir over atrocious murders committed 
by a “Jack the Ripper” in London. The 
press at that time printed interviews with 
police chiefs and famous detectives on the 
possibilities of such a crime being com- 
mitted in this country. 

Superintendent Thomas Byrnes, in an in- 
terview, said that a crime of that sort 
being committed in this city was out of the 
question. A few days after the White 
Chapel murder in London, however, a wo- 
man, known as “ Old Shakespeare,” was 
found murdered in the Fourth Ward Hotel 
at Catharine and Water Streets. Immedi- 
ately the question became prevalent in the 
public mind that New York had a “ Jack 
the Ripper.” 

Superintendent Byrnes and his entire 
detective force set to work to unravel the 
mystery, and a few days after ‘* Old 
Shakespeare ''’ was discovered murdered, 
George Frank, a_ sailor, known as 
‘Frenchy,’ who had been stopping at 
the Fourth Ward Hotel, was arrested 
charged with committing the crime. 

“Frenchy,” being an Algerian, at that 
time he could speak no English. He stead- 
fastly maintained his innocence, but he 
was indicted and placed on trial. The jury 
returned a verdict of murder in the second 
degree, and ‘‘ Frenchy’”’ was sentenced to 
life imprisonment. 

At the time of the murder a peculiar key 
which “Old Shakespeare’’ had for the 
door of her room in the Fourth Ward 
Hotel, was fdund to be missing, and, al- 
though detectives attached the greatest 
significance to the loss of the key it was 
never found. 

., phe principal evidence on which 

Frenchy "’ was convicted was introduced 
at the trial by Dr. Cyrus Edson, then the 
chemist to the Board of Health. There was 
a great contention at that time that 

Frenchy” had been “railroaded’’ to 
Sing Sing. 

About a year ago, after several vain at- 
temps had been made to have “ Frenchy " 
pardoned, new light was thrown on the 
murder. A man who said he had had in 
his employ a Dane whom he suspected 
of having committed the murder of “ Old 
Shakespeare,”’ told some facts which de- 
clared “‘Frenchy” innocent in the public 
mind: This man said that the day “ Old 
Shakespeare’’ was found murdered his 
Pepish farmhand came home with a pecu- 
lar key. e had read of the murder, and 
when his farmhand disappeared that same 
night he suspected that he might have 
been connected with the crime. He did 
not, however, make known his suspicions 
until a year’ ago, when a newspaper re- 
porter got in communication with him. The 
new facts in the case were made known 
to the lawyers who had defended 
“Frenchy.” and an appeal was made to 
Gov. Odell to pardon the convicted mur- 
derer. 

“Frenchy "’ to-day, it is said, speaks 
English fluently, and has a good trade. 


What ex-Supt. Byrnes Says. 
Bx-Superintendent of Police Thomas 
Byrnes, who was in office at the time 
when Frank, alias ‘‘Frenchy,’’ was ar- 
rested, tried and convicted, was seen last 


evening, and Was told of the action of the 
Governor in pardoning the prisoner, 

“The records show that I landed him,” 
said the ex-Superintendent, “and che 
records show, too, what his personal recora 
was, I haven't got time to go into the 
details of his career.”’ 

Asked for an expression of opinion as to 
the Governor’s pardon of ‘“ Frenchy,” he 
would only say: 

“T've nothing to say about that. The 
Governor can pardon whom he likes. It’s 
nothing to me.”’ 


The Governor Grants Pardons. 
ALBANY, April 16.—Gov. Odell has grant- 
ed pardons in the following cases: 
John Tully, who was convicted in Kings 
County in February, 1902, of assault in the 


third degree; sentenced to Kings County 
Jail for three months. 


William A. Dougherty, who was convicted | 


in New York in November, 1898, of burg- 
lary in the third degree; sentenced to the 
State Reformatory and afterward trans- 
ferred to Matteawan.

1901, of bigamy and sentenced to Sing Sing 
for four years and.eight months, on the rec- 
ommendation of the District Attorney with 
the approval of the Judge on the ground 
of Ahern’s ill-health.

NEWARK, April 16.—August D. Mangels, 
Vice President of the bakery firm of Man- 
gels & Schmidt, died late last night at his 
home from concussion of the brain caused 
by a fall from his carriage, which was the

FOUR PRISONERS BREAK JAIL. 
Dug Their Way Through Two Thick 
Brick Walls at Poughkeepsie. 
POUGHKEEPSIE, N. Y., April 16.—Four 
Special to The New York Times. 

Grand Jury prisoners escaped from the 
temporary county jail in the old Vassar 
brewery building early this evening by dig- 
ging their way through two thick brick 
walls. The prisoners were James Ryan, 
the principal in a New York Tammany 
election case; George Anthony, colored, a 
professional chicken thief, wanted in sev- 
eral different counties; George Cary, col- 
ored, indicted for burglary in breaking into 
a country” grocery; Robert Mahoney, 
charged with burglary in robbing the coun- 
try store at Barrytown. This is Ryan’s 
second escape from jail here. Before the 
prisoners were moved from the jail proper, 
escaped by lowering himself to the 
xround from the second story, but was 

captured in Yonkers. 

When the jailer returned from supper to- 
night he noticed that the cell next to the 
last one on the grand jury corridor was 
vacant. He immediately made an examin- 
ation and found that the four men had 
made their escape by digging through a 
twelve-inch brick wall.

JAIL DELIVERY PLANNED. 


Bars and Several Cells in Newark 
Prison Found Sawed Through—Many 
Desperate Prisoners Foiled. 
NEWARK, N. J., April 16.—The most ex- 
tensive jail delivery ever planned here has 
been frustrated. Warden Hosp of the 
county jail obtained information this even- 


gation, and he found two bars in the door 
of the cell occupied by John Wyckoff, who 
awaiting trial for murder, sawed com- 
through and the crevice through 
which the saw had passed filled in with 
soap and iron filings and almost invisible. 

The cell door of John McDonald, one of 
three highwaymen who have entered pleas 
had one bar sawed through all 
but a very small portion, and this was 
hidden with soap and iron filings as were 
the other cuts. 

The Warden at once summoned a strong 
force of men an! caused all the prisoners 
against whom he had information to be 
taken from their cells. They were stripped 
naked and their clothing taken away. They 
were then provided with overalls and jump- 
ers, and sent to new cells for the night. 
Whether other cell doors have been cut or 
not was not ascertained, but they will be 
examined in the morning. The cells are on 
the second tier in the east corridor. The 
men besides Wyckoff and McDonald who 
were transferred were Joseph Hearn and 
Dewitt C. Cave, who were McDonald's pals, 
and who like him. have pleaded guilty to 
four indictments of highway robbery; Ed- 
ward Stevens, James Johnson, and Frank 
Woolsey or Wilson, pickpockets from New 
York, whose pictures are said to be in the 
New York Rogues’ Gallery. Besides these 
seven men, three short term men who were 
trusties are said to have been concerned. 
It is supposed e of these men weakened 
and informed on the rest.

Cuban President-Elect Will First 
Form a Cabinet. 


He Will Recommend Natural Resource 
Development, with Reciprocal Tariff 
Relations with the United States. 


WASHINGTON, April 16.—President-elect 
Tomas Estrada Palma of the new Cuban 
Republic passed through here this after- 
noon en route to Cuba. The President-elect 
is suffering from a cold which made talking 
a serious strain, and his health, apparent- 
ly, is far from perfect. 

Mr. Palma’s first important acts as the 
President of the new republic, he announced 
to-day, will be the formation of a Cabinet 
and the dispatch of a message to the Cuban 
Congress. He already has settled upon sev- 
eral persons to whom he will tender Cab- 
inet portfolios, but he refused to make his 
selections public. One appointment, he ad- 
mitted, was practically decided upon, viz.: 
that of Gonzalo de Quesada, who represent- 
ed the Cubans here during the period pre- 
ceding the Spanish-American war, to be 
Cuban Minister to the United States. He 
said he had no understanding as to who 
would represent this Government at Ha- 
vana. 

The first message of the head of the re- 
| public to the Cuban Congress will be sub- 
mitted immediately after he assumes of- 
fice. Its main features will be recommen- 
dations along the following lines: Tirst, 
all possible measures calculated to unite 
the various political factions of Cuba; sec- 
ond, the development of the natural re- 
; sources of the country, with reciprocal tar- 
iff relations with the United States; third, 
ihe maintenance of the most friendly rela- 
tions with the United States Government. 

Mr. Paima said that the United States 
dollar would continue to be the standard 
in Cuba, but that the currency and other 
questions were matters that required ma- 
ture deliberation and need not be imme- 
diately legislated upon. He said he was 
hopeful of securing a substantial reduction 
or the tariff on sugar, tobacco, and other 
Cuban products. The Cuban Government 
wo@ld act entirely on a reciprocal basis in 
making reductions on United States prod- 

j ucts. fi response to a direct query, he 

| said that the Cuban Government would not 
establish such reciprocal commercial rela- 
tions with any other Government than that 
of the United States.

CUBA’S NEW GOVERNMENT. 


HAVANA, April 16.—The Cuban Consti- 
tution has been published in the Official 
Gazette, together with an order convening 
the new Government. 

The order declares that the Constitution- 
al Convention, which was dissolved by Con- 
gress will assemble in Havana May 5 for 
the purpose of examining credentials and 
counting and rectifying the electoral vote. 


The Senate will hold its sessions in the 
Second Palace, the present headquarters of 
the Quartermaster’s Department, while the 
House of Representatives will meet in the 
building now occupled as the headquarters 
of the Marine Department. The order pro- 
vides that May 20, the date upon which 
Sefior Estrada-Palma is to be inaugurated 
President, shall be a special holiday.

TESTIMONY FINISHED 


Evidence in the Hallenbeck Case 
Concluded. 


Willis Van Wormer Said Burton Warned 
All Not to Shoot Any One in 
Their Uncle’s House. 


HUDSON, N. Y., April 16—When court 
Was opened to-day in the’ trial of Willis, 
Burton, and Frederick Van Wormer for 
the killing of Peter A. Hallenbeck at Green- 
port on Christmas Eve, Burton Van Worm- 
er was recalled to the witness stand. Un- 
der cross-examination he said: ‘‘ When at 
the barn before going to the house, and 
while changing my clothes, I did not give 
any instructions when to fire. I did not go 
to Vener’s at any time to purchage a mask. 
I had a piece of cloth for a mask. I can- 
not account for the many bullets the doc- 
tors found in Hallenbeck’s body. When 
last I saw Peter A. Hallenbeck he was 
standing on the platform with his gun in 
both hands facing toward me. I was running 
toward the stoop to get out. While I was 
coming through the room T heard shots 
fired. I could not tell who fired the shots. 
I had my revolver in my hand when I 


rapped on the door. I intended to shoot 
when I went there. We did not disclose our 
identity to uncle when he resisted our en- 
try to the house. While struggling with 
Hallenbeck after entrance to the kitchen 
Il sought to get away from him.”’ 

Cross-examined further, he testified that 
he discharged his pistol while in the dining 
room four times 

Willis Van Wormer, another of the _ac- 
cused, succeeded his brother, Burton Van 
wontner, on the stand. He testified as fol- 
ows: 

‘Il went to Vener’s store. He called my.at- 
tention to some masks in a box on the floor, 
We tried them on and each bought one. 
On Monday afternoon preceding Christmas 
I remained at home with Bruce and my 
brothers. We talked about going to North 
Chatham and down to uncle’s to have some 
fun. I did not know Burton had a cloth 
mask. We talked that afternoon about 
going to North Chatham and Greenport. 
I did not know the others had revolvers. 

“We drove to Hallenbeck’s barn and 
turned our coats inside out. We went 
through the orchard to the house, and.then 
werg. up on the stoop, Some one rapped on 
the door, which was opened. I heard some 
scuffling in the house. I alse heard a shot 
fired. I then went up tc the door I had 
my revolver in my hand. More shots were 
fired. I fired two shots, and then two more, 
when somebody said Hallenbeck had a gun. 
I did not think I shot Hallenbeck. I heard 
more shots louder than the others. I fired 
my shots across the kitchen. I may have 
hit Hallenbeck, and may not have. I did 
not see the struggle. I heard a noise before 
I went up the steps. After I fired the last 
two. several shots were fired. I did not in- 
tend shooting Peter Hallenbeck that night. 

did not intend injuring my uncle, and my 
brothers did not intend injuring him.” 

Willis Van Wormer completed his testi- 
mony and Frederick A. Van Wormer, the 
last of the trio on trial, was called to the 
stand. He swore that the trip was first 
discussed on the afternoon of Dec. 23, at 
which time there was no decision as to 
where they would go. He said: 

‘Before we left the barn Burton sald: 
‘Now be careful when we get to the house 
that you don’t shoot any one.’ He repeated 
the warning when we got to the house. 

‘After the knock on the door, the door 
opened. Uncle uttered an oath and struck 
Burton in the face, saying, ‘Get out of 
here.’ I saw the encounter. After he struck 
3urton under the eye Burton pushed him 
back, and he grabbed Burton. No shot was 
fired up to that time. I heard three shots 
before I fired my first two. I cannot tell 
where Bruce was. I fired four times, I 
was somewhat excited. I ran when some 
one said, ‘ For God’s sake, run; he is get- 
ting his gun.’ I did not shoot at my uncle 
that night. I went to the Hallenbeck house 
to have some fun, to put on our masks, 
shoot our revolvers, and that is all.”’ 

When the cross-examination of Fred Van 
Wormer was concluded, ex-Judge Cady an- 
nounced that the case for the defense was 
closed. 

The prosecution recalled Sheriff Best and 
Deputy Sheriff Drumm to rebut the testi- 
mony that Burton Van Wormer was marked 
by the blow Hallenbeck was alleged to have 
struck him. Both swore that there were 
no marks on his face when arrested. 

Both sides have closed their cases, and 
the summing up will commence to-morrow 
morning.

POLICEMAN’S DARING FEAT.

He caught 
it, but the sudden jolt of the right line 
caused the galloping anima] to turn. and 
dash up on the sidewalk directly in front of 
Delmonico’s. Ormsbee jumped at the ani- 
mal’s head, and by a dexterous movement 
threw him to the ground just a few feet 
from the window of the restaurant. 

Men and women in evening dress rushed 
to the windows when they heard the cries 
of pedestrians, and were just in time to see 
Ormsbee perform his “cowboy” feat. Im- 
mediately cheers went up from the fashion- 
able diners, and several men and women 
rushed from the restaurant to the sidewalk 
and shook the policeman by the hand. One 
of the diners invited Ormsbee into the 
restaurant to take dinner with him, but the 
poscomte declined with thanks, saying he 

ad his duty to perform. 

George Smith, a livery stable keeper, the 
owner of the rig, had left the horse stand- 
ing at Sixth Avenue and Forty-fourth 
Street, while he was buying cigars near by. 
Suddenly the animal became frightened at 
the sound of an elevated train, and started 
off at a mad pace through Forty-fourth 
Street.

After the men had left he looked for the 
money and then he discovered his loss. He 
complained to the police and detectives 
found that the men had tried to have five 
hundred-dollar bills changed. 

After almost two weeks of searching the 
detectives learned yesterday that the men 
had opened a fine bakery on Eleventh Ave- 
nue. They went to the Eleventh Avenue 
address and found a very well-equipped 
bakery, and also found the objects of their 
search, attired in baker's aprons, selling 
bread and cake to their customers. 

The bakers will be arraigned to-day. 


MURDERER TRIED SUICIDE. 


Bernard Weithaas, Who Shot His Wife 
in Springfield, Mass., Attempted 
to Drown Himself. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mass., April 16.—Bern- 
hard Weithaas, murderer of his wife, dra- 
matically continued his crime to-day by at- 
tempting: to drown himself when brought 
to bay by a posse near Palmer. With 
great difficulty he was resuscitated and 
then taken through shouting mobs of peo- 


ple to the Springfield Police Headquarters, 
where he fully confessed his deed. Weithaas 
admits without hesitation that he has for- 
feited his life. , 

Weithaas shot his wife in the Highland 
Hotel of this city, where she was em- 
ployed, while disguised in woman's dress, 
He escaped by keeping all who attempted 
to stop him away at the — of his re- 
volver. and fled, after tearing off his dis- 
guise. He ran to a point four miles cast 
of the city, where he passed the night. 
To-day he proceeded as far as North Wil- 
braham, ten miles east of the city. 

In that village he called at a general 
store, and was recognized. For three miles 
he was chased along the New York Central 
Railroad track, and then, when North Wil- 
braham, Palmer, and Springfield policemen 
rushed for him, he jumped into the little 
Quaboag River. He swam to the middle 
and then attempted to drown himself. 

Police pulled him from the water, worked 
over him for ten minutes before restoring 
him, and then locked him up. At the.Pal- 
mer and Springfield Railroad Station he 
was mobbed by hundreds of men shouting 
imprecations. 

In Police Headquarters he made a long 
confession. He admitted buying a disguise 
and revolver preparatory to visiting his 
wife Tuesday evening, and admitted shoot- 


= her. 

ie said that he shot her after giving her 
due warning that she must leave her work 
and live with him in New York. Weithaas 
refused to see a lawyer, and asserted that 
he knew he must die, but he loudly threat- 
ened to do all in his power to drag down 
with him three men of whom he Is jealous. 
He will be arraigned on the charge of mur- 
der in the first degree to-morrow.

CITY SUES A RAILWAY COMPANY. 


ST. PAUL, April 16.—The City of St. Paul 
to-day began an action against the City 
Railway Company for damages by alleged 
electrolysis of water mains, demanding 
$500,000 and also an injunction against the 
further use of the present system of re- 
turn currents and a demand for an insu- 
lated wire to take currents back to the 
power house.

BASEBALL OPENS TO-DAY 


New York and Brooklyn Will Play 
on Their Home Grounds. 


BOTH TEAMS IN FINE SHAPE | 


Former Will Meet, Philadelphia, While 
the Latter Plays Boston—Games at 
St. Louis and Cincinnati. 


The 1902 baseball season will open to-day 
with four National League games, two of 
which will be in New York. The New 
Yorks will meet the Philadelphia team on 
the Polo Grounds, while Boston will come 
to play Brooklyn at Washington Park. In 
the West the games will be at St. Louis, 
between St. Louis and Pittsburg, and at 
Cincinnati, between Chicago and Cincinnati. 
The lovers of baseball and the friends of 
the National League will witness the games 
to-day with peculiar interest for the eight 
club schedule, although brought about with 


difficulty, seems to predict the total cessa- 
tion of the unseemly war that threatened to 
split the oldest baseball organization in 
America and render both portions corres- 
pondingly weak.

Capt. Doyle said yesterday that his men 
were in perfect condition, and that while 
they had not had sufficient batting ex- 
perience in their practice work they would 
undoubtedly show up to good advantage 
throughout the entire season.

of the rules and the penalties imposed. 

You are the absolute master of the field 
from the beginning to the termination of 
the game. You are invested with full au- 
thority to order any player, Captain, or 
manager to do or omit to do any act which 
you may deem necessary to maintain your 
dignity and compel respect from the play- 
ers and spectators. The entire responsibil- 
ity of presenting the game in a sportsman- 
like manner and the elimination of ungen- 
tlemanly conduct devolves upon you. If 
you succeed you will be indorsed; if you 
fail, you will be condemned. Your atten- 
tion is called especially to Rules 59 and 60. 

Make all decisions as you see them. 
Never attempt to ‘‘even up” after having 
made a mistake. 

Be strict in what may seem to be trivial 
matters, thereby “nipping in the bud” 
trouble before it fully develops. 

Do not in any case temporize with a rule 
breaker.

THE MORGAN LIBRARY BILL. 


Citizens to Fight in Courts Measure for 
Combining Brooklyn Institutions. 


It was stated yesterday in Brooklyn that 
the opponents of the Morgan Library bill, 
which has been signed by Gov. Odell, in- 
tended to continue the fight against the 
measure, and that proceedings would be 
instituted in the courts to test the consti- 
tutionality of the act. 

The bill, whigh provides for the consolida- 
tion of the Brooklyn Library with the 
Brooklyn Public Library, under the control 
of a self-perpetuating Board of Directors, 
has been strongly opposed by many influen- 
tial Brooklynites ever,since it was intro- 
duced in the Legislature by Assemblyman 
John Hill Morgan. 

The Brooklyn Committee of Fifty, which 
was formed by the Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion to act in matters of public interest, 
has been one of the strongest opponents of 
the bill. The committee is preparing to 
test the validity of the measure in the 
courts. 

‘*The committee,’ said ex-Controller Bird 
S. Coler, a member of the committee, yes- 
terday, ‘“‘has not by any means given up 
its fight against this bill. Our next move 
will be to test the constitutionality of the 
measure, as we question the right to turn 
over a public institution into the control 
of a private corporation.

CHINESE EXCLUSION. 


It wes long ago foreseen that the best

But it is declared in Article 3 
that the treaty shall not affect the rights 
enjoyed by ‘“‘ Chinese subjects being of- 
ficials, teachers, students, merchants, or 
travelers for curiogity or pleasure, but

SECRETARY ROOT AND THE PHILIP- 
PINES. 

We venture to say that there is no fair- 
minded citizen of these United States 
who read Secretary Root’s dispatch to 
Gen. CHAFFEE, published yesterday 
morning, who did not feel a thrill of ad- 
miration and sympathy. The witnesses 
who testified before the Senate commit- 
tee had scarcely concluded their evidence 
when this peremptory message went to 
the commander of the American forces in 
Luzon, and with it an equally peremp- 
tory demand for an investigation of the 
charges made by Major WALLER against 
his commander, Gen, SMITH, behind 
whose orders h® took shelter when he 
was accused of killing prisoners. 

This promptness is the more admirable 
because it is so characteristic. It is per- 
fectly in line with the policy which the 
War Department has pursued, both un- 
der President McKINLEY and under Pres- 
ident RoosEVELT, with reference to 
charges against our soldiers in the field. 
Every such charge which straggled into 
the semi-publicity of a rural weekly, in 
the guise of a letter from a private sol- 
dier or otherwise, has at once been made 
the subject of rigid investigation. Two 
stout pamphlets which are on the desk, 
or at the disposition, of every Congress- 
man in Washington and of every editor 
in the country, contain the results of 
these investigations, which have suf- 
ficed to silence criticism from honest per- 
sons who are aware of them. And, 
straight in the line of these inquiries, is 
the latest dispatch to Gen. CHAFFEE. 
Nay, even the report of the Civil Gov- 
ernor of Tayabas, a report so lacking in 
specification that the investigation of it 
must evidently be a work of time and 
difficulty—when Gen. M1Lzes committed a 
breach of official confidence to get that 
report published in advance of an inves- 
tigation, for the obvious purpose of an- 
noying and embarrassing his superiors 
and of fouling his own nest, the army, 
it appeared that the report was already 
under investigation in Manila.

China is not and never has 
been upon a footing of entire equality 
with the Western nations. The events of 
the last two years have affirmed that in- 
ternational doctrine. Her acceptance of 
the treaties of 1880 and of 1894 carries 
with it her assent to that doctrine. 
More than a quarter of a century ago 
the people of this country saw enough of 
the economic “yellow peril” to make 
them resolve that measures of protec- 
tion should be taken. Any one. who has 
observed the flood of petitions praying 
for the exclusion of the Chinese that 
has been offered in Congress will read- 
ily conclude that the American people 
have not changed their minds. The ex- 
tension of the law for another period is 
inevitable. But in view of all that we 
have done and insisted upon to protect 
our right to the open door in China it 
would be a National disgrace and a Na- 
tional misfortune if the new law should 
carry the principle of exclusion to unrea- 
sonable and offensive lengths. 

The substitute amendment offered by 
Senator Piatr of Connecticut continues 
the present exclusion law and makes it 
apply “to all territory under the juris- 
diction of the United States and to all 
immigration of Chinese laborers from 
the island to the mainiand territory of 
the United States, or from one portion of 
the island territory of the United States 
to another of the said island territory.” 
This extension of the act protects the 
Philippines against the consequences of 


wnrestricted Chinese immigration. Sen-

SUBSIDIES FOR SMALL SHIPS. 


The Maritime Association of New York 
has passed resolutions protesting against 
the slight to small shipping in the sub- 
sidy bill now before Congress. It wants 
the benefits of bounties extended to all 
American vessels of “‘ less than 1,000 tons 
register.”” Why not? Since there is no 
maximum limit to the size of the vessels 
to be benefited, why should there be a 
minimum limit, and especially why 
should not anything which is capable 
of engaging in foreign trade have a 
bounty sufficient to enable it to do so 
profitably? The demand of the Mari- 
time Association is perfectly consistent 
with the principle of shipping bounties. 
It costs from 30 to 50 per cent. more to 
build a wooden sailing vessel in the 
United States than in Canada; but have 
we not shipyards along the New Eng- 
land coast which must be protected by 
denying to Canadian craft an American 
registry? There is no warrant in the 
principle or practice of protection for 
making ducks of the iron shipbuilding 
plants and drakes of the yards at which 
wooden vessels of less than a thousand 
tons register can be built, if anybody 
wants them. 

In fact, protection is an endless chain, 
and no part of it can be pulled without 
moving all other parts or injuriously 
straining the stationary links. True, 
wooden shipbuilding in this country is 
not exactly an infant industry, but, rea- 
soning from the analogies of human ob- 
ligations, the duty of taking care of those 
who have passed into senile decrepitude 
is as great as that of caring for the 
new-born and scarcely more helpless 
babies which load the opposite pan of 
the social scale. It would be difficult to 
show that an industry dying of old age 
and general debility was not as much 
entitled to protection as tht vigorous 
offspring of modern enterprise.

They 
are interesting, no doubt, but they are 
chiefly so as showing how completely 
the position of this country is misunder- 
stood, and by what false and misleading 
standards our position and development 
are judged. This is not to be wondered 
at, perhaps. Conditions which are with- 
out parallel or precedent are very apt to 
be misunderstood, and since even astro- 
nomical distances, to be intelligible, have 
to be expressed in multiples of terrestrial 
linear units, it is not surprising that we 
find the German critics tracing parallels 
between what is happening in this coun- 
try and what has happened in Germany, 
and basing predictions upon the real or 
fancied resemblances discovered. 

For example, Die Zeit takes a very 
gloomy view of the commercial future of 
the United States and Germany, since 
what it regards as the inevitable and 
imminent collapse of prosperity in this 
country must bring down in irretrievable 
ruin the productive and distributive in- 
dustries of that empire. It discovers 
that this country is on the brink of an 
economic and financial crisis; and that 
while apparently prosperous our position 
is one of great danger, since the condi- 
tions existing here are closely parallel 
to those existing in Germany immedi- 
ately preceding the great depression from 
which that country is slowly recovering. 
This might be regarded philosophically 
by Europe 
home market in this country ceases to 
be able to absorb the output of the great 
eombinations, they will unload their sur- 
plus in the Continental markets, “ thus 
disturbing the entire economic life of 
Germany to an extent never before real- 
ized.” That under the conditions pre- 
dicted something like this might happen 
is true enough. It has been more or 
less successfully attempted before with- 
out precipitating the end of the world. 
The great manufacturing combinations 
of this country are very glad to find an 
outlet in Europe for a surplus when 
they have one, and would export much 
more largely than they are doing at the 
moment if they had the material to sell. 
If, however, they are able to export 
enough to disturb the entire economic 
life of Germany it must be because in 
the lines they control their facilities for 
cheap production are so good that they 
are able to overcome the handicap of 
rail and ocean freights and Continental 
tariffs—an advantage with which no 
competition is possible. 

That the conditions existing the 
moment in this identical 
with, or in any respect similar to, those 
which in Germany preceded the disas- 
trous collapse of its trade and industry 
some two years ago is a mistake which 
would be unpardonable in any one but 
a German economist. Germany is a rel- 
dtively poor country, overcrowded, sad- 
died with a burdensome military estab- 
lishment, overtaxed, and lacking in 
wehlth or variety of natural resources.

——Both the extent and the limitation of 
a dog’s intelligence were illustrated by the 
story from Babylon, L. L, which we pub- 
lished yesterday. The hero of the tale, a 
bull terrier, when he saw his master’s horse 
Start to run away, not only knew that the 
animal was misbehaving, but also knew it 
was his duty to stop the fugitive if he 
could.

All that was wise and admirable, but when 
a man stepped up to complete the task by 
taking hold of the bridle, the dog mind 
went all astray, and its owner, yielding to 
the ineradicable canine belief that a stran- 
ger is an enemy, fiercely attacked the well- 
intentioned person who was trying to help 
in protecting the property of the dog’s mas- 
ter. Fortunately, the master came up in 
time to prevent any harm from befalling 
the would-be benefactor, who no doubt par- 
doned the undeserved suspicions of which 
he had been the object. It is a great pity 
that dogs seem incapable of forgetting that 
they were once nomadic savages, with each 
little group hostile to every other little 
group. A few of the gentler breeds have, 
indeed, given reluctant assent to the 
changed habits of men, and have progressed 
far enough to treat people not members of 
their owner's family with a cold but decent 
indifference. Bull terriers are still in the 
stone age, however, and so, for that matter, 
are most of the dogs really good for any- 
thing except to serve as animated toys. 


A writer in Harper’s Weekly wants 
to know how an American boy who at- 
cepts one of the Rhodes scholarships is 
going to get a job after completing his 
course at Oxford. The question is inter- 
esting in itself, and a little more interest- 
ing because of what it reveals in regard 
to the questioner’s ideas as to the objects 
of education. “* What the Rhodes scholars 
are expected to find at Oxford,”’ he says, 
**seems to be rather an atmosphere and 
an inspiration than scholarship. An Amer- 
ican lad who goes to an American college 
usually sees his way more or less clearly 
to the next step. He goes out into the 
world with a group of his contemporaries, 
and commonly goes on keeping in touch 
with them. But the Rhodes scholars, when 
they have finished their stay at Oxford 
and come home, seem likely to find them- 
selves for a time very much alone in the 
world, and without any special knowledge 
which they can put to use to get a foot- 
hold in an American community.”” It may 
fairly be doubted whether American boys 
who go to American universities get, be- 
sides ‘‘an atmosphere and an inspiration,” 
much more than they would—or could— 
get at Oxford. Certainly few of them get 
**scholarship,” in any extended or tech- 
nical sense of that term,:-and as for keep- 
ing in touch with fellow-graduates, there 
is little of that except in the big cities, 
and eyen there the practical value of the 
relation is not often easily measurable. 
There are comparatively few “jobs” of a 
sort to impel those at whose disposition 
they are te ask applicants what college 
they attended—or even if they attended 
any. A college education probably helps 
much more toward the keeping and better- 
ing of “‘jobs”’ than it does toward the 
getting of them. Whether American boys 
who could go to an American college 
should prefer Oxford is a large question, 
and its answer depends upon many cir- 
cumstances—and the boy. As the Harper's 
Weekly man says, there will be no lack of 
American boys willing to try the experi- 
ment of utilizing the posthumous gener- 
osity of Mr. RHODES.

THE AMERICAN ERICAN ARTISTS. 


Some Portraits at the Annual Exhibi- 


tion of the Society. 


It has often been noticed that artists who 
have begun life by painting imaginative 
pictures, genre pictures, historical scenes, 
or religious subjects, gradually work less 
and less in these lines, and settle down to 
portraiture. Whether this be forced on 
them or not, there are artists devoted to 
portrait painting who sincerely, or by way 
of making of necessity a virtue, maintain 
that the human likeness is the greatest of 
all the fields of art. The argument is easy 
enough. One has only to say that mankind 
is the lord of creation and contains within 
his brain the epitome of the entire world 
outside himself. Therefore, to depict him 
is to picture the greatest visible thing that 
exists, and the skill to show in his repre- 
sentation the character, moods, and pas- 
sions of the mind within is the most diffi- 
cult and satisfactory exercise of a painter’s 
skill. 

Portraits do not dominate the twenty- 
foufth exhibition, but the reason for that 
fact must lie with the jury of selection, 
since never has portraiture flourished as it 
does to-day, and the pressure is naturally 
strong to fill the walls with likenesses. 
Most painters wish to show what they can 
do in depicting their clients, for by that 
way lies their bread—and the German 
phrase remains true that “art goes after 
bread.”” On the other hand, most sitters 
are not averse to having their portraits in 
good company, and will sometimes give the 
artist to understand that they expect to see 
their counterfeit presentment at one of 
notable exhibitions during the season. Some 
of the portraits here have found mention 
already; among those which had to wait 
there are some qxormeat pieces. 

Cardinal Martinelli’s seated profile por- 
trait by Mr. Thomas Eakins of Philadel- 
phia may not be a thing of beauty, but it 
has that rugged look of truthfulness which 
pleases all but the immediate family of the 
portrayed. Let us hope that there is no one 
to say, ** Traduttore, traditore.’’ The good 
Cardinal looks for all the world like an 
Irishman, not of the genial, laughter-lov- 
ing type, but the strenuous Irishman, who 
has seen evil days, and bears the traces of 
them on his countenance. Expression and 
handling of the paint conspire to put this 
likeness among the serious pictures one re- 
members when the smoother neighbor is 
forgot. It hangs in the Central Gallery 
near that capital likeness in low relief by 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens, which gives so 
neatly the character as well as the out- 
ward semblance of a daughter of the late 
William M. Evarts. Rarely has even Saint- 
Gaudens produced with so delicate a hand 
@ portrait that reflects better the nature of 
a sitter than this profile relief of Mrs, 
Charles C. Beaman. 

A contrast hangs on the opposite side of 
the doorway leading to the Vanderbilt Gal- 
lery. Mr. William M. Paxton of Boston 
shows his fair sitting on a sofa with a 
disproportionate amount of wall space 
above her head. She has arranged her 
skirts with great care but little skill, on 
the sofa beside her; and leaning the other 
way, holds a vase of flowers. Then, as if 
it were a rehearsal for private theatricals, 
she gazes anxiously from the canvas, mute- 
ly asking: ‘‘ Am I posed all right?’’ There 
is a mannerism about Mr. Paxton’s por- 
traits that may spring from admiration of 
those by John W. Alexander. At least they 
suggest an unskillful plagiary. Far be it 
from the suggestion, however, that his work 
is without merit. On the contrary, he has 
vitality and a something fine of his own; 
but just now he seems to be haunted by 
the art of some one else. The Central Gal- 
lery has a good portrait of a lady by Mrs. 
Brewster Sewell, not so freely wrought 
and satisfactory, it is true, as her portrait 
of a brown-haired girl in the South Gal- 
lery, but very attractive. 

In the West Gallery is a good seated like- 
ness of Mr. Whitman, by Paul Moschko- 
witz, the best of three likenesses by this 
talented artist. A realistic likeness in the 
Eakins manner is Miss Ellen Wetherald 
Ahrens’s picture of an elderly lady sewing. 
It won the second-class medal at the Car- 
negie Institute last year. She sits on a 
green sofa against green curtains, dressed 
in a black gown, sewing with eyes cast 
down on a piece of white stuff. The like- 
ness is a remorseless one. In the East Gal- 
lery is one of the most attractive portraits 
of the show, the likeness of Prof. Maxime 
Ingres in his striking academic gown of 
black and orange silk. It is by M. Alphonse 
Jongers, a Flemish artist, whose able por- 
trait of Mr. William T. Evans was shown 
lately at one of the art dealer’s exhibitions. 
Mrs. Adéle Herter’s likeness of Dr. E. K. 
Dunham has a sincere, direct look. Clad 
in a dark-blue suit and book in hand, he 
sits looking straight from the canvas. A 
certain sturdy simplicity appears in the 
large portrait of Dr. H. P. Stearns by Rob- 
ert Gordon Hardie. 

The South Gallery has the smiling visage 
of Mr. Louis Windmiiller, by William M. 
Chase, which is one of the ornaments of 
the Reform Club, a capital likeness. Whist- 
ler’s ‘‘ Andalusian Woman” is a portrait, 
too; it suffers from the too close neighbor- 
hood of other pictures, and though shown 
before in New York, at the Wunderlich 

Gallery, deserves a place to itself where its 
extraordinary merits could be appreciated. 
The fact that it needs isolation, which is 
sometimes mentioned as a reproach, is 
really a compliment, for it means that 
Whistler has neyer condescended to paint 
for the Salon like the majority of French 
artists, but has gone his own way, disdain- 
ful of tricks to catch the attention, when 
his picture is to hang with twenty more on 
the same wall. Having decided to accept 
this picture, the Hanging Committee should 
have hung it properly; instead of which 
the same indifference is shown it here that 
met it in Philadelphia at the Academy ex- 
hibition, where it might have been placed 
by itself with the greatest ease, Its pres- 
ent owner should decline to exhibit it un- 

the borrowers promise to place it 
right. 


A speaking likeness of Mr. Thomas F. 
Clark is that shown by William H. Hyde; 
the face is almost breaking into a smile. 
It may be questioned, however, whether the 
artist should leave so large a yellowish 
spot as the novel makes in the hands of his 
sitter. It carries the eyes away from the 
face and seems to add no advantage that 
justifies its existence. Frank Fowler's por- 
trait of a lady is in a peculiar pastel tone 
and needs revision as to the right forearm. 
The likeness of Mrs. I. N. Phelps Stokes by 
Miss Cecilia Beaux has her fresh flesh tones 
and is enjoyable through the striking figure 
and personality of the sitter, but it suffers 
from too many colors in the gown, and 
lacks that repose which marks the best 
work of this very talented artist. Very 
charming, indeed, is the ‘** Portrait of Miss 
c.,”’ by Mrs. Louise Cox, as well as her 
** Dorothy,” a likeness of a little girl. Miss 
Lydia Field Emmet also has a nice child’s 
pactrast in the standing nding figure, “ * Joan.”

“LA FILLE DE MME. ANGOT.” 


Lecocq’s Opera Bouffe Bouffe by the French 
Opera Company at the Vic- 
toria Theatre. 


Offenbach gave way to Lecocq at the Vice 
toria Theatre last night. The French opera 
bouffe company now performing in that 
house brought forward the masterpiece of 
Offenbach's chief follower. This company 
is unfortunately most irregular in its work. 
It is strongest when the lion’s share of the 
feast is in the hands of three or four espe- 
clally clever people, but when these have 
little to do, or the minor members of the 
company are called upon to contribute 
many of those little character sketches 
which go so far in opera bouffe, the results 
are not all that might be desired. 

This was the case last night. There was 
one notably good impersonation, the Mile. 
Lange of Mile. Laya, and this stood out in 
sharp contrast to the assumptions of other 
members of the organization. Mlle. Laya 
acted the part with intelligence and sang 
her music acceptably. As La Rivaudiere 
M. Douchet had no opportunity to display his 
broad humor, though his interpretation of 
the réle was correct. M. Gabel, too, as 
Pomponnet was reduced to the limits of @ 
small part, and was unable to.do more than 
fill in some narrow spaces in the entertaine 
ment. 

Mile. Deliane evidently showed her best 
accomplishments when she acted Miss Hele 
yett. Her Clairette last evening was de- 
ficient in humor and devoid of chic. She 
sang only tolerably, and not even that in 
her important duets with Mile. Laya. Mme, 
Mico was admirable as Amaranthe. The 
small parts were poorly acted, and there 
was little evidence of understanding in the 
stage management. M. Moreau, the con« 
ductor, again demonstrated that his only 
idea of climax is hurry, and the orchestra, 
as usual, played fearfully and wonderfully. 
In the third act Mile. Stella Bossi and the 
coryphees danced the inevitable ballet. The 
audience was of good size and was more 
than generous with its applause. On Satur- 
day night “ La Grande Duchesse” will ba 
produced, and will probably be much more 
entertaining. 


SONNENTHAL AND ODILON. 


A Performance of Rare Quality at the 
Irving Place Theatre. 


Herr von Sonnenthal’s performance last 
night as Fabricius in Wilbrandt’s play at 
the Irving Place Theatre was in sharp con<« 
trast to his opening performance of last 
Monday Lessing’s Nathan. The two 
characters do not by any means exhaust 
the great actor’s versatility, but they indi- 
cate two of the limits of his accomplished 
artistry and his deep poetic sympathy. 

As Nathan he moved in the world of large 
philosophic and poetic conceptions, grace« 
ful and dignified in carriage, wise and ten 
der in mien, fluent in poetic speech, with a 
wealth and harmonious variety of gesture 
and movement that melted into the rhythm 
of his lines. The whole performance gave 
the effect of reality wrought into formal 
and symmetrical beauty. 

As Fabricius Sonnenthal pushed realism 
to its utmost limit of artistic expression. 
The character, it will be remembered, is 
that an ex-convict, who has already 
suffered far beyond his deserts—twenty- 
four years—and who returns to freedom to 
find that he stands in the way of those 
nearest and dearest to him, At the first 
glance Herr von Sonnenthal looked ons of 
those weary and wasted beings that one 
sees after midnight on the benches of 
Union o# Madison Square. He was broken 
in bearing, his look was downcast. He 
had the air of premature age. His eye was 
restless, and every new object it encoun- 
tered seemed’ to startle it at once by its 
present strangeness and by its ancient 
familiarity. 

His voice from long lack of human inter- 
course was colorless and flat. At first it 
was scarcely louder than a whisper, as if 
abashed by its own sound, and then it rose 
nervously as if in the fear of not being 
heard. Through all these traits of the an- 
cient prisoner there was the inner quiet of 
a soul long used to self-communion, and the 
simple nobility of the heart that had been 
chastened by suffering. Through the real- 
ism of countless details and suggestions 
shone the soul of a great poetic actor, filled 
with deep knowledge of human suffering 
and of purification through suffering. Such 
a performance is worthy to live a lifetime 
in the memory. 
was notably dignified and sincere. 

The evening’s entertainment was carried 
on gayly until 12:30 with Helene Odilon in 
“ Untreu,” a comedy by Roberto Bracco, 
the versatile Italian litterateur. The com- 
edy is altogether charming because of thé. 
mingled lightness and sincerity with which 
it touches upon feminine coquetry and ca- 
price, and.it was acted with rare spirit and 


finesse both by Fraulein Odilon and her 
supporting gentlemen, Otto Ottbert and 
Viadimir Schamberg. If the entr’acte had 
been as short as the acts of this piece 
there would be time to speak of the piece 
adequately. 


NOTES OF THE STAGE. 


It will probably interest many theatre« 
goers to learn that Clara Morris is serious- 
ly contemplating a return to the stage. If 
the present idea is carried out, Miss Mor- 
ris will abandon her old repertoire and 
appear in a new play—possibly one of her 
own.

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BOERS AND BRITISH 
“SPARRING FOR TIME” 


Neither Side Willing to Break Off 
the Peace Conference. 


British Cabinet Said to Disagree 
Regarding Propositions Defined 
by Lord Milner. 


The 


LONDON, April 17.—The Associated Press 
has excellent authority for saying that up 
to a late hour last night there had been no 
definite developments in regard to the 
South African peace negotiations. It is 
learned that Lord Milner, the British High 
Commissioner, has defined certain proposi- 
tions on which peace may almost imme- 
diately be secured, but the Cabinet, at its 
meeting yesterday, is said to have disagreed 
upon the merits of Lord Milner’s terms. 

‘Sparring for time’’ best describes the 
present status of the negotiations, neither 
side being willing to risk a decision which 
would break off the present conference. 
An agreement may be reached at any mo- 
ment, but this is more likely to be the re- 
sult of semi-independent action by Lord 
Milner and Lord Kitchener at Pretoria 
than of the rather involved conditional de- 
cisions of the Cabinet at London. 

The broad lines of Great Britain's terms 
are now known to the Government repre- 
sentatives at Pretoria, and on these repre- 
sentatives the Cabinet is apparently shift- 
ing the responsibility of taking advantage 
of all opportunities, provided no cardinal 
principle be sacrificed. 

The Government has ordered that the ca- 
ble and telegraph lines between London and 
Pretoria be kept clear to insure the most 
prompt transmission of Lord Kitchener's 
messages, ‘ 

There is good reason to believe that the 
Boers are vigorously demanding the early 
establishment of a representative Govern- 
ment, and that this demand is opposed with 
equal vigor by the British representatives. 
It is understood that the Boers strongly 
object to the long delay proposed by Great 
Britain before a representative Govern- 
ment shall be granted, and that they also 
insist on the number of Boer seats in the 
Council being specified. 

It is expected that the Cabinet will reas- 
semble to-day to discuss the matter fur- 
ther. It held a meeting yesterday for the 
purpose of considering a communication 
from the Boer representatives at Pretoria 
and a message from Lord Milner. The ses- 
sion was extremely brief. After the meet- 
ing Lord Salisbury had an audience of 
King Edward at Buckingham Palace, and 
staid to luncheon with his Majesty. The 
King afterward went to Sandringham. 

The St. James's Gazette yesterday pre- 
dicted an early public announcement of the 
progress of the peace negotiations. It said 
there was little doubt that if the British 
and Boers arrived at an understanding on 
the main points of the proposals peace 
would ensue. the banishment proclamation 
would be withdrawn, and minor points, like 
that in regard to restocking the farms, 
would be referred to a board composed of 
British and Boer representatives. 


WHAT THE BOERS DESIRE. 


They Are Said to Realize Independence 
Is Impossible, but They Wish to 
Live “ Freely and Proudly.”

LONDON, April 17.—Though France is 
on the eve of a general election, says the 
Paris correspondent of The Times, people 
do not ask the prospects of the various 
Parliamentary candidates, but they ask 
if there is news from the Transvaal, al- 
most showing irritation if their curiosity 
is unsatisfied. 

The correspondent quotes views ex- 
pressed by an acquaintance who knows 
some of the Boer exiles in Holland and 
Belgium. He says the Boers in Europe 
believe that the extreme demands by 
either side —for absolute independence 
and unconditional surrender respectively 
~—have been abandoned. He says further 
that the Boers know that sacrifices must 
be accepted, but ‘“‘ they cannot consent to 
sacrifices amounting to a kind of sui- 
cide. The Boers must be able to live 
freely and proudly, not as slaves of any- 
body and not bearing humiliations.” 


PROPOSED RHODES MEMORIAL. 


Meeting Held in Cape Town and a 
Committee Appointed. 

TOWN, April 16.—A meeting of 
connection with the project to 
establish a n&tional memortal in honor of 
Cecil Rhodes was held here to-day. A 
committee composed of Sir Gordon Sprigg, 
(the Premier,) the Mayors of Cape Colony, 
and a number of other prominent persons 
Was appointed. 

The committee will issue an appeal for 
funds throughout the British Empire for 
the purpose of erecting .an immense cairn 
on Devil's Peak, overlooking the Cape Pen- 
insula. The cairn is to be surmounted by 
a heroic bronze figure of Mr. Rhodes look- 
ing to the north. 

130 MORE BOERS CAPTURED. 

LONDON, April 17.—In a dispatch to the 
War Office, dated Pretoria, yesterday,

ROME, April 16.~The recent signs of the 
increased feebleness of the Pope, which 
led at the end of last week to reports of 
his sudden death, have caused a marked 


recrudescence of activity among the Car- 
dinals aspiring to the Pontificate. The 
campaign preparatory to“the next Conclave 
proceeds incessantly, the Sacred College 
being divided into two distinct forces, head- 
ed, respectively, by Cardinal Rampolla 
(Papal Secretary of State) and Cardinal 
Vannutelli. The latter and Cardinal Gotti 
are now considered the most likely to be 
successful candidates for the Papal throne. 

Those who are not now considered to be 
dangerous candidates are fond, however, of 
»0inting out that almost 150 Cardinals have 
een buried in the course of the Pontificate 
of Leo XIII., and that the P agaae man vy of 
the life of his Holiness for a few years is lla- 
ble to cool, through death, many more am-

Traffic in Papal Jubilee Tickets. 
ROME, April 16.—Traffic in tickets for 
the ceremonies at St. Peter’s and the Sis- 
tine Chapel, in connection with the jubilee 


in honor of the twenty-fourth anniversary 
of the Pope's coronation, has assumed such 
proportions that it has developed into a 
veritable scandal. American and English 
people are the principal victims of this 
traffic, and the bartering in tickets, of 
which from 50,000 to 60,000 are often issued 
for ceremonies at St. Peter’s, is carried 
on at all the rincipal hotels here by 
groups of speculators who are in league 
with the hotel employes. Mgr. Bisleti is 
indignant, and has spread broadcast a no- 
tice that all tickets to Pontifical ceremo- 
nies are absolutely gratuitous, and that 
every one trying to sell such tickets must 
be regarded as a dishonest person.

WIRELESS TELEGRAPHY MEASURE 


BERLIN, April 16.—Great Britain has ac- 
cepted Germany’s proposition for an inter- 
national conference to regulate the use of 
wireless telegraphy. The other powers to 
which the proposition was made, namely, 
ihe United States, France, and Russia, 
have not yet responded, but the officials 
here confidently expect favorable answers, 
especially from the United States, which 
has taken much interest in the matter. 

Germany's suggestion embraces merely 
the calling of a conference without defi- 
nitely formulated propositions for discus- 
sion. However, Germany has asked the 
powers to set forth in their answers if they 
wish Germany to formulate propositions to 
lay before the conference, or leave the 
matter entirely to the conference.

BELGIAN SUFFRAGE CRISIS 


Revision Debate Begun in the 
Chamber Yesterday. 


Strike in the Provinces Has Attained 
Great Proportions — Disorders 
and Outrages Continue. 


BRUSSELS, April 16.—The diplomatic, 
private, and public galleries of the Chamber 
of Representatives were filled to their capa- 
city to-day, when the debate on the pro- 
pesed revision of the Constitution began. 

M. Beernaert, ex-President of the Cham- 
ber, opened the discussion. He was fre- 
quently interrupted by M. Van der Velde 
(the Socialist leader) with shouts of ‘ uni- 


‘” 


versal suffrage is supreme! 

M. Beernaert expressed the belief that the 
present Belgian electoral system was satis- 
factory. He referred to the numerous social 
laws passed in the last fifteen years, at the 
behest of the Socialists, and said the lat- 
ter’s sole recognition of the passage of 
these laws was the declaration of a general 
strike, accompanied by threats of violence. 

After the speech of M. Beernaert and a 
speech by M. Feron, Progressist, which 
monopolized the entire session and {feil 
very flat, the opening day of the great_de- 
bate on the proposed revision of the Con- 
stitution ended in what was almost a 
fiasco. A listless atmosphere prevailed in 
the Chamber. The merabers were evidently 
walting for the speecnes of the Socialist 
and Liberal leaders, and the response 01 
the Premier, Count de Smet de Haeyer, to- 
morrow and Friday. It is expected that a 
vote will be taken on Friday. 

The promised great demonstration in 
Brussels on the adjournment of the Chain- 
ber dwindled down to the appearance of 
two hundred persons, who accompanied the 
Socialist Deputies to the office of their 
organ, Le Peuple, where M. Van der Velde, 
from a window, addressed the crowd. He 
said to-day’s proceedings in the Chamber 
had not modified the situation, and that 
the Government was still recalcitrant and 
had shifted the responsibility for a dissolu- 
tion of Parliament on the King, who thus 
far had been silent. 

The collapse of the proposed demonstra- 
tion was due to the drenching rain and to 
the overwhelming precautions taken by the 

olice, which seem to place further serious 
qacerbances in Brussels out of the ques- 

on. 

The feeling is gaining ground that the 
Government will entirely reject the pro- 
posed revision of the Constitution. 

It is estimated to-night that nearly 300,- 
000 men* have gone on strike in Belgium. 
The movement is well organized, but, as 
the men are short of funds, it has been ar- 
ranged that in all trades in which the ces- 
sation of operations would incommode the 
public—sach as bakeries, &c.—the men 
shall continue working and contribute to 
the support of the others. 

At Verviers, near Liége, the Socialists 
have persuaded she taverns to close their 
doors in order to keep the idle men from 
the temptation of aaper.

The strike is spreadily in Brussels, About 
10,000 men are now out. 

A dynamite cartridge was exploded to- 
day on the railroad track near Arlon, (fif- 
teen miles west-northwest of Luxembourg.) 
The ae badly damaged a railroad 
bridge, but traffic was not interrupted. 

Serious disorders have occurred at Cock- 
erils, in the coal fields of Seraing, (five 
miles southwest of Liége.) A detachment 
of lancers was compelled repeatedly to 
charge a mob numbering about 2,000 per- 
sons. Many people were injured. he 
cafés in which the rioters took refuge were 
sacked. 

Small bombs were exploded at Liége and 
elsewhere to-day. Bottles filled with gun- 

owder were exploded at the door of a res- 
dence and at the glass works at Marie- 
mont, near La Louviére. Only trifling 
damage was done by the explosions. 

At Renaix (twenty-one miles southwest 
of Ghent) an earthenware jar, with a fuse 
attached to it, was discovered on the 
threshold of the Catholic Club. The fuse 
Was extinguished by a passer-by. The con- 
a of the jar have not yet been exam- 
ned, 

Prince Albert, son of the Count of Fland- 
ers, (Heir Presumptive to the throne of Bel- 
gium,) is a Major in the Grenadier Guards, 
at present held in readiness for emergen- 
cies. The Prince declined a proposition to 
be replaced temporarily. He said: 

“If my men are called to a post of dan- 
ger it will be my duty to tead them.” 

King Leopold congratulated the Prince 
on his decision, and Prince Albert, in 
marching uniform, to-day awaited, in the 
Guards’ barracks, a possible call to repress 
rioting. 


MORE GERMAN DUTIES RAISED. 


The Reichstag Committee Again In- 
formed that the Government Cannot 
Accept Its Amendments. 
BERLIN, April 16.—The Tariff Committee 
of the Reichstag, after reconsideration of 
the bacon clause of the new bill, has fixed 
the duty on bacon at 36 marks ($8.56) per 
double hundred-weight, but bacon is not to 


be subject to the minimum tariff for reci- 
procity purposes, as in the case of other 
meats, 

The duty on meat extracts was fixed at 
80 marks, and the duty on sausage was 
made 75 marks, instead of 45 marks, as 
proposed by the Government. 

In the course of the discussion to-day, 
Herr Antrick, Socialist, alluded to the pro- 
hibition of meats prepared with boracic acid 
as a piece of governmental hypocrisy, and 
said the Americans were right in pronounc- 
ing it a hygienic humbug. He cited the 
opinion of a German chemical society to the 
effect that the prohibition was unjustifi- 
able. Herr Antrick concluded by saying: 
“Such measures can only lead to a tariff 
war.” 

Count von Posadowsky-Wehner said, in 
defense of the Ministry, that the Govern- 
ment could only depend upon technical ad- 
vice, that American views could not be con- 
sidered, and that the interests of domestic 
meat producers could not be regarded as 
the deciding voice in the matter. He said 
the Government was supported unanimous- 
ly by the Imperial Health Office and the 
Heaith Council, whose opinions must be 
respected. Of course, said the Secretary, 
the entire Council had not been consulted, 
but the advice of that division of the Coun- 
cil having the supervision of such questions 
had been taken. 

Count von Pasadowsky-Wehner again 
plainly stated that the meat and cattle 
améndments were absolutely unacceptable 
to. the Government. 

Herr Bebel, the Socialist leader, inquired 
why it was necessary further to discuss the 
bill, if the majority was unable to come to 
an agreement with the Government. He 
said it would be better to cease wasting 
time, and that the business interests of the 
country demanded a speedy clearing up of 
the matter. 

Herr Heim, the Centrist leader, who was 
largely instrumental in inserting the mini- 
mum scale of duties on animals and meats, 
declared it useless to continue the discus- 
sion unless the Government accepted the 
amendments. 

Dr. Paache, the National Liberal leader, 
also said he regarded further discussion as 
useless if the Centrists adhered to the im- 
possible increases. 


RESULT OF THE GRAIN DUTIES. 


LONDON, April 17.—All the grain and 
flour markets of the United Kingdom fur- 
ther advanced prices yesterday. The price

AURELIEN SCHOLL DEAD. 


Well-Known French Journalist and 
Duelist Succumbed to the Effects 
of an Operation. 


PARIS, April 16.—Aurélien Scholl, the 
well-known author, journalist, and duel- 
ist, died here this morning as the result of 
an operation, 


M. Scholl was a typical French militant 
journalist. His love of dignity and seru- 
pulosity regarding the most insignificant 
points of honor caused him to reach a 
point where he could wield the sword or 
pen with equal facility. 

He was born in Bordeaux in 1833. His 
father, who was an attorney, tried in 
vain to train his son for the profession 
which he himself was following. The son 
had other ambitions, and eventually estab- 
lished a connection with a journal called 
Le Corsaire, published in Paris. After 
several of his articles had been printed in 
this publication, M. Scholl left Bordeaux 
and went to the capital. 

Le Corsaire, a Republican journal, re- 
ceived its death blow in December, 1851, 
and the young journalist entered the service 
of La Naiade, to which paper he contrib- 
uted as long as it was published. Just as 
M. Scholl again became without a market 
for his pen a journal called Paris was es- 
tablished, for which he wrote. 

After the downfall of Paris, (the paper,) 
M. Scholl went from journal to journal, un- 
til chance drove him in the way of Alex- 
andre Dumas pére, who took a liking to 
him, and gave him considerable work. 
From that time on success followed M. 
Scholl's efforts. After his work had be- 
come, well known he wrote for L'Illustra- 
tion and La Silhouette, and established Le 
Satan, Le Main Taune, Le Club, Le Jock- 
ey, and Le Lorgnon. One of the journals 
with which he became connected was Le 
Figaro, in which he had a regular col- 
umn. 

It was as a result of his connection with 
Le Figaro that M. Scholl fought several 
duels, and appeared more than once in 
the Palais de Justice as a result of his 
articles, 

M. Scholl was also an industrious au- 
thor and dramatist. His later journalistic 
work was done for Lj Evénement.

The remains of the Rev. Dr. T. De Witt 
Talmage, which were brought from Wash- 
ington on Tuesday night, were buried yes- 
terday morning in the family plot in Green- 
wood Cemetery, Brooklyn. No funeral serv- 
ices were held in Brooklyn, and the burial 
service was of a simple character. It was 
supplemented by a few words spoken by 
the Rev. Dr. Howard Suydam of Rhine- 
beck, N. Y., whom Dr. Talmage in his life- 
time had desired should officiate in some 

way at his funeral.: 

Dr. Talmage’s remains were brought to 
Jersey City in the funeral car of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad, in which the body of 
President McKinley was carried to Canton. 
The remains were taken from the car direct 
to the cemetery. The funeral party from 
Washington, which consisted of about fif- 
teen persons, included the members of Dr. 
Talmage’s family. About 200 people had 
gathered at the grave, among them being 
a number of people who were associated 
with Dr. Talmage in church work in Brook- 
lyn. Among the many beautiful floral of- 
ferings was a wreath of lilies and ivy from 
President and Mrs. Roosevelt. The Chris- 
tian Herald sent an immense cross of roses, 
ivy, and laurel.

Examiner and Lucky Star Squeezed 
Home in Hot Finishes. 


THREE FIRST 


Selling-Class Horses Made Fair Sport 
for a Large Crowd at the 
Aqueduct Track. 


FAVORITES 


The novelty of racing in New York after 
the Winter's rest was sufficient to attract 
an attendance to the Aqueduct track yes- 
terday that was vastly out of proportion 
to the merit of the programme offered. The 
Weather was even more pleasant than that 
of the opening day, while the track had 
reached the hard and fast stake usual for 
the Queens County course, but these things 
were of secondary importance in the light 
of results, for the real sensation of the aft- 
ernoon came in the result of the third race, 
“when the first favorite that has won at the 
Aqueduct track this season got to the win- 
ming post first. Following this two more 
favorites were successful. 

The opening event, a short sprint for two- 

ear olds, brought out a hot favorite in 

lorestan from A. J. Joyner’s stable, but in 
the race Florestan never was prominent, 
the undersized Mystic Belle making the 

pace into the last furlong, where Discus, a 
Well-grown and racing-looking Tenny colt, 
Owned by M. F. Dwyer, went on and won 
father handily by a length and a half, the 
favorite being among the unplaced division. 

In the second race Fatalist, neglected 
even by her stable, raced to the front after 
Shandonfield had set the pace for nearly 
a mile, and won in easy style, with 
Shandonfield second. Examiner, as in 
his race of the day before, had the most 
speed in the third event, and was in front 
all the way, lasting just long enough to get 
home first by a neck after a hard fight with 
the Walden colt, Red Knight.

COTTON.—Near months worked above 9c on 
demand from nervous shorts, and closed well up 
toward the top, with sentiment, however, bear- 
ish, so far as the talent was concerned. ‘‘ Bull 
manipulation ’’ was given as the cause for the 
further bulge, though the more conservative 
traders took the view that actual demand for the 
spot article was the basis for the rise. The 
market opened steady, with prices unchanged to 
3 points lower, this being an indifferent response 
to very disappointing Liverpool cables and to 
large receipts at the ports. Soon after the call 
the whole list eased off a point or so further in 
the absence of generous speculative support, and 
under scattering sales by Wall Street commis- 
sion houses. For the moment the indications 
pointed to a dragging, lower market for the 
remainder of the session. The bull contingent 
was not in the humor to assume an aggressive 
attitude, while the bear element was disposed to 
press matters in view of the bearish news in 
hand. The new crop data from private wires 
reflected favorable prospects for the cotton al- 
ready in the ground, and told of active prepara- 
tions over pretty much the entire northern por- 
tion of the belt. The weather conditions were 
ideal, and there was less talk of acreage reduc- 
tion. But, as was the case Monday, when least 
expected, May shorts began to seek cover, Wall 
Street buying orders came to the front, and the 
New Orleans market made an upward lunge 
which surprised even the bull leaders here. For 
the balance of the day speculation was active, 
with the general couse of prices upward on cov- 
ering and new buying. Soon after midday the 
July option in New Orleans shot up to 9.25, this 
being 7 points above the previous record price 
for the season. New Orleans buying orders here 
helped to advance May to 9.07, July to 9.03, and 
August to 8.86. Rumors that a prominent Wall 
Street operator, recently identified as the leading 
bull, had been caught short of May contracts 
went the rounds and added to the belief that a 
much higher market was in order. Toward the 
close the commission house contingent sold freely 
to secure profits, and some of the more daring 
traders went short on the theory that Liverpool 
will prove disappointing again to-day. The 
close was quiet and steady, with prices 6 points 
higher to 8 points lower, the new crop positions 
alone showing the decline. To conform with the 
final prices here, the English market is due to 
come 2@2% points higher. Late reports from 
Southern spot markets gave Memphis as steady 
and 1-16c higher, to 91-16c, and Galveston as 
firm at unchanged prices, 9c for middling. The 
curb market was a trifle easier. 

Spot cotton closed quiet, with quotations 1-16c 
higher, on the basis of 9 5-16c for middling up- 
lands and 9 9-16c for middling Gulf. Sales, 3,876 
bales. Southern spot markets were telegraphed 
as follows: New Orleans, 1-16c higher, at 9%c; 
Mobile ynchanged at 8 15-16c; Savannah un- 
changed at 8%c; Charleston, partial 4c higher, to 
8%c; Wilmington unchanged at 8%c; Norfolk un- 
changed at 9c; Baltimore unchanged at 9\%c; 
Augusta unchanged at 91-16c; St. Louis un- 
changed at 8 15-16c. Estimated receipts at New 
Orleans, 2,200 to 2,700 bales, as compared with 
4,988 bales actual last week and 1,055 bales 
actual last year.

weak at %@%c net decline. The crowd was 
bullish early and resisted the late reaction as 
much as possible, but found the burden of long 
wheat a serious handicap. In outside markets 
the chief feature was heavy Southwest buying 
in the forenoon at Chicago and a leading ad- 
vance at St. Louis, based on the crop news, 
which up to midday was decidedly bullish. The 
weather map showed light rains in the principal 
wheat States, but it was claimed that the ground 
had not received the hard soaking which o 4 
long drought made necessary. Whether the rams 
announced later in the day were heavy enough to 
relieve the situaticn remains to be seen. In the 
overloaded condition of the market they had 
their effect in starting a decline, and to this ex- 
tent proved a successful influence for the bears. 
As usual, about all of the statistics bearing on 
the market were bullish. In the Northwest only 
96 cars came in and the whole primary move- 
ment reached only 253,000 bushels, or about 50 
per cent. of last year’s arrivals on the same 
day. Seaboard clearances jumped up a little, 
and of wheat and flour were 575,000 bushels. 
The export interest, however, remained unsatis- 
factory, only 9 loads being reported, all at out- 
ports. It is evident therefore that Europe Is 
still unsettled over the effects of the import duty 
and is buying from hand to mouth until sure of 
the ground.

The stock market broadens, yester- 
day’s movement testifying unmistakably 
to this. Many securities not much quot- 
ed for some time past became active. 
this list figures a number of stocks of 
moderate prices, including like 
Wisconsin Central, Chicago Great West- 
ern, Chicago Terminal, and Texas Pa- 
‘cific.

In Louisville and Nashville and South- 
ern Railway, centres of the extraordinary 
excitement of recent days, there was 
disappearance of everything like sensa- 
tionalism. In_both the trading was large, 
and in both some recessions were record- 
ed. This was due very plainly, however, 
to selling for the short account and to 
profit taking on the part of traders who 
in the excited markets of Monday and 
Tuesday were “following” Mr. Gates 
and his associates. With what would 
seem for the present to be the close 
marketwise of the Gates-Louisville inci- 
dent, Wall Street’s financial situation is 
left actually improved—this being alto- 
gether different from what nine out of 
ten vehement prophecies have been fore- 
casting. It was the fashion to appre- 
hend serious disturbance as the quick 
sequel of the dashing campaign; but in- 
stead of developments of anything grave 
—market conditions are bettered to such 
an extent that even professional pessim- 
ists are perforce obliged to recognize 
the fact of it. And the new life which 
was yesterday disclosed in parts of the 
market hitherto laggard, virtually coma- 
tose, testifies to the breeding of a new 
spirit and one capable of being exceed- 
ingly vigorous; and on this account ex- 
pressions of confidence were evoked 
throughout the Stock Exchange district 
—confidence that, after all, Wall Street 
can still have an old-fashioned Spring- 
time bull market. 


The one sensational feature of yester- 
day’s market developed in the continu- 
ance of the recent extraordinary buoy- 
ancy in International Power shares. 
From the closing price of less than 131 
on Tuesday, the market quotation ad- 
vanced with hardly a single reaction to 
150, and the closing price was but slight- 
ly below the top notch, a gain for the 
day being recorded beyond 17 points. 
This increase in market value, following 
an exceptional series of gains, (an aver- 
age of 10 points for the first two days of 
the week,) inspires naturally enough in 
the Wall Street mind the. belief that 
business accomplishments of importance 
are impending.

However this may 
be, Wall Street is disposed to recognize 
the fact that recent security market 
dullness and recent apparent apathy 
upon the part of prominent financiers 
have not prevented the quiet but effect- 
ive progress of projects of comprehen- 
sive character.

IRON AND METAL TRADES.

In some cases apparently 
the profit obtainable by reselling is too tempt- 
ing and odd lots are coming into the market 
in that way. We have heard of instances, too, 
of requests fur delaying deliveries, but these 
are all isolated cases to which too much sig- 
nificance should not be attached. In both foun- 
dry and Bessemer iron prices are from $2 to $3 
above the ‘‘official’’ figures, which have 
ceased to be any basis of current transactions, 

The attempt to feel the foreign market by in- 
quiries for a round lot of Bessemer pig has de- 
veloped the fact that no iron can be laid down 
in this country, duty paid, at prices anywhere 
near thé market, and the effort to seek relief 
in that direction has been abandoned. 

A little is being done in importing foreign 
billets and we hear of some offerings of small 
lots, but the quantities involved are unim- 
portant.

INQUIRY INTO BEEF TRUST 


State Authorities Likely to Investi- 
gate Its Methods. 


Attorney General Davies Hears Many 
Complaints Against the Wholesale 
Meat Men and May Act. 


The State authorities, according to excel- 
lent authority, are about to start a search- 
ing investigation into the methods of the 
Beef Trust. 

Attorney General John C. Davies was in 
the city on Tuesday and yesterday, and, 
while he came on matters entirely foreign 
to the Beef Trust, yet many persons en- 
gaged in the meat business in one way or 
another waited on him and presented to 
him so many allegations of oppression that 
Mr. Davies, with the of Gov. 
Odell, it is stated, decided to start an in- 


quiry. ; 
While here Mr. Davies Job E. 
Hedges, Russell S. Johnson, and other law- 


yers. 

One of these said yesterday that under 
the decision of the Court of Appeals in the 
Ice Trust case there is no question of the 
right of the Attorney General to secure the 
appointment of a referee to conduct a pre- 
liminary examination. This referee will 
have the right to send for persons and 
papers, and if the testimony secured indi- 
cates any efforts to violate the provisions 
of the Sherman, Donnelly, and other anti- 
trust laws, the Attorney General will have 
the necessary legal authority to institute 
proceedings to break up the alleged combi- 
nation in restraint of trade. 

In the past six months there have been 
material advances in the prices of 
meats. Most particularly are these felt by 
persons in moderate circumstances. _And 
retailers predict that there will be addition- 
al and onerous increases betore July 1. 

Various causes are ascribed for these in- 
creases, but that which is most generally 
asserted by persons in the trade is that 
while the supply of beef, mutton, lamb, and 
pork on the hoof or by the carcass is not 
equal to the demand, the great shortage in 
the corn crop has caused additional ex- 
pense in preparing cattle for market. 

Some idea of the extra expense to cattle 
raisers may be inferred from the fact that 
while corn was selling at less than 20 
cents per bushel two years ago, the ruling 
prices now are from 68 to 70 cents, with a 
very short supply at that. Wholesalers and 
retailers, too, yesterday further pointed 
out that all indications are that prices will 
continue to soar because the acreage of 
land sown with cereals cannot be increased 
relatively with the ; 
while urban localities are continually 
croaching on the agricultural. 

At Washington Market yesterday at the 
Stalls of Henry Keck, John Minder, 
others there was a feeling almost akin to 
gloom. Since October the price of straight 
beef, that is by the carcass, has increased 
from 9% to 11 cents per pound. The rate

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The retailers did not advance their prices 
this week, but with the next increase by 
wholesalers they will put up their prices 
@gain. At Mr. Keck’s stall a person con- 
nected with the establishment remarked: 

* Poor people cannot stand the increases, 
but the retailer has to make them. Of my 
personal knowledge, I know of many butch- 
ers in New York and Brooklyn who would 
give their business to any new-comer, pro- 
vided the latter could take their leases off 
their hands. Retail meat dealers are going 
out of business daily. They must do busi- 
ness on a cash basis, a very difficult pro- 
ceeding, or go to the wall. Under an agree- 
ment existing between the wholesalers set- 
tiements must be made weekly and no re- 
tailer can get an ounce of meat who is one 
week in arrears. And all the wholesalers 
krew_ who do and do not promptly pay 
their bills.’’ 

Before leaving for Albany yesterday, At- 
torney General Davies said he had received 
many statements relating to the meat busi- 
ness. He intended to thrash these out and 
reach a decision. He added he had talked 
the matter over with the Governor, and 
the latter was ready and willing to in- 
derse any step he might take for the relief 
of the people of the State. 

Such wholesalers as Ferdinand Sulzberger 
of Schwarzschild & Sulzberger deny that 
there is any agreement to control prices 
and to raise or lower them at will. Differ- 
ent wholesalers and packing houses were 
charging different rates. 

This latter statement is denied by retail- 
ers at Washington Market and elsewhere. 


BUTCHER SUES MEAT COMBINE. 


Alleges that Swift & Co. Placed His 
Name on a Black List. 


Another butcher has taken legal steps to 
obtain damages on account of having had 
his name placed on ‘the black list of the 
meat combine. Through Hollander & Bern- 
heimer, lawyers, of 10 Wall Street, George 
B. Cohen of 842 Park Avenue, a retail 
butcher, with several meat markets under 
his control, has served on the attorneys of 
Swift & Co., Clark & Veeder of 43 Wall 
Street, a complaint claiming that the 
alleged blacklisting damaged him to the 
extent of $10,000. 

The defendants have twenty days. in 
which to make answer, and after that the 


suit will be placed on the calendar of the 
Supreme Court. 

Cohen states in his complaint that Swift & 
Co. and other wholesale butchers and 
slaughter house proprietors entered into an 
unlawful agreement to prevent the obtain- 
ing of credit by any retail butcher who 
might be in debt to any party in the com- 
bination, and thereby to déstroy the credit 
and business of the retailer and coerce him 
into paying the debt. Further, the plaintiff 
claims that Swift & Co. falsely told the 
combination that he, Cohen, owed them 
$4.15, which he says he did not owe. The 
defendants, he asserts, caused this errone- 
ous statement to be distributed among all 
the parties of the meat combination, thus 
making it impossible for him to get credit 
thereafter from any of them. 

“For two years this continued,” says Mr. 
Cohen’s counsel in explaining the case 
“Cohen did not even know he was black- 
listed during that time. He simply knew 
he couldn’t get meat from any dealer in 
the combination. He had to buy. outside at 
very much higher prices. 

“ Finally, at the end of two years, he had 
a telephone message from a friend em- 
ployed by Swift & Co., who, for some rea- 
son or other, did not know about the black- 
listing, and he said to Cohen: ‘ We've got 
a nice piece of meat down here; don’t you 
want it?’ Cohen thought he was going to 
be able to get meat from the company 
again, so he sent down a wagon. The car- 
cass, which was a fine one, was already in 
the vores when some one rushed out of 
the building and said that Cohen’s driver 
could not take away the meat. inasmuch 
as Cohen was on the black list.” 

Cohen says that the damage sustained by 
his trade and reputation amounted to at 
least $10,000.

DETECTIVES’ GAMBLING BILLS. 


Corporation Counsel Rives Holds that 
Expenses Incurred in Securing Evi- 
dence Should Be Paid. 


Corporation Counsel Rives yesterday sent 
to Controller Grout an opinion concerning 
the payment of bills incurred by detectives 
in District Attorney Jerome's office in col- 
lecting evidence against gambling houses. 
The opinion is to the effect that the bills 
should be paid. 

The question arose over a bill for $54.10 
spent by Detective McLellan in obtaining 
information against excise 
When the bill was put in the Controller 


refused to pay it on the ground that it was 
not itemized, and that the city should not 
pay for beer, whisky, and sherry consumed 
by detectives. District Attorney Jerome ut 
the time made the point that if this money 
was not allowed he could not spend a part 
of his contingent fund in sending his de- 
Soctarep into gambling houses to collect evi- 
ence. 

Corporation Counsel Rives has decided 
that such expenses are legitimate and 
should be paid out of the contingent ac- 
count of the District Attorney's office. This 
contingent fund amounts to $30,000. Mr. 
Jerome has declared that he would close 
all the gambling houses in New York if he 
was authorized to ss the money to send 
detectives to the places. Controller Grout, 
when asked about the matter, said: 

*“*T have not examined the opinion as yet. 
I do not care to say whether it would cover 
all the expenses of the District Attorney's 
office in collecting evidence against gam- 
bling houses and saloons.”’ 

District Attorney Jerome, when informed 
in the afternoon of the opinion of the Cor- 
poration Counsel, said: 

‘T always knew that Rives was a good 
lawyer. It is of course gratifying, but I 
wank Steet out raiding gambling houses 
to-night.”’

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THE AQUEDUCT COMMISSION. 


Commissioner Dougherty Demands Ad- 
mittance as a Member—Change to 
Masonry in Croton Aqueduct. 


After the special meeting of the Aqueduct 
Commission yesterday it was announced 
that Commissioner Dougherty of the De- 
partment of Water Supply had sent a com- 
munication to the commission asking that 
he be admitted with full powers of a Com- 
missioner. He claimed this right under his 
present position. Mr. Dougherty further 


said that he had sent to the Corporation 
Counsel for an opinion on the subject. 

“If the Corporation Counsel decides he is 
a member,’ said President Ten Eyck, “it 
will change the whole complexion of the 
board,”’ 

“It seems only fair that he should ask 
to have his rights defined,’ said Mayor 
s0ow. 

The commission at present is a non- 
partisan one, Commissioners Ten Eyck and 
Windolph being Republicans and Powers 
and Ryan Democrats. Commissioner 
Dougherty is an independent Democrat. 
The Board of Aqueduct Commissioners is a 
self-perpetuating one by act of the Legis- 
lature, they fixing their own terms of of- 
fice. 

The board at its meeting by a unanimous 
vote decided to change 20U0 feet of the core 
wall at Croton Aqueduct to solid masonry, 
on recommendation of the engineer of the 
eccmmission. This will cost approximately 
about $400,000. 


Aqueduct Chief Engineer Ill. 
William R. Hill, chief engineer of the 
Aqueduct Commission, is ill at his home, 
242 Sixth Avenue, Brooklyn. He is suffer- 
ing from an attack of diabetes. He be- 
came ill on Monday last_and has since been 
confined to his bed. 


FRONT STREET COFFEE BLAZE. 


Smoke from the Fire Aroused Sleeping 
Policemen in Old Slip Station. 

A fire which started last night on the third 
floor of the four-story brick building at 79 
Front Street, which is occupied by the Con- 
tinental Coffee Mills, caused $25,000 damage 
and gave the firemen a lively hour's work in 
subduing the flames. The firemen were 
greatly hampered because of the density 
of the smoke and the stifling fumes of the 
burning coffee which filled the building. 

The employes of the concern, of which 
W. C. Prather is President, had been gone 
from the building twenty minutes when 
the fire was discovered. By the time the 
firemen arrived the interior of the build- 
ing was a mass of flame, the blaze hav- 
ing worked rapidly to the roof and to the 
cellar. They were driven back repeatedly 
until the water which was pourned into 
the floors checked the course of the flames. 
Twenty thousand dollars’ worth of coffee 
was destroyed and $5,000 damage was done 
to the building. 

A number of policemen who were asleep 
in the Old Slip Station House were aroused 
by the volumes af smoke which poured 
into their dormitories.

HUGH MoLAUGHLIN'S LAND. 


City May Be Compelled to Buy a Large 
Tract Owned by Him for 
Park Purposes. 


The fact that Hugh McLaughlin, the 
Democratic leader of Kings County, is the 
owner of a large tract which will be ac- 
quired by the city if the proposed plan for 
the extension and beautifying of the east 
side lands, adjacent to Prospect Park, 
Brooklyn, is carried out, became known 
yesterday. This fact excited much interest 
in certain cireles, but at the Park Depart 
ment in Brooklyn it was stated that it 
possessed no peculiar significance. 

Mr. McLaughlin became the owner of the 
property years ago, and long before the 
present plan for the extension of the east 
side lands was thought of, it was said. It 
was not known that Mr. McLaughlin owned 
the tract in question until very recently. 

The plan for the extension and beautify- 
ing of the east side lands, which lie on 
the east side of Flatbush Avenue opposite 
Prospect Park, was submitted to Controller 
Grout yesterday by Samuel Parsons, Jr., 
the landscape architect of the Park De- 
partment. The plan is to acquire by pur- 
chase or condemnation the property ad- 
joining the tract known as the east side 
lands on the south and lying between 
Washington and Flatbush Avenues, down as 
far as Lefferts Avenue. This would make 
it possible to lay out a plaza at the Willink 
entrance to the park. The sum of $280,000 
is asked for the purpose of carrying 2tt 
the proposed improvement. 

The property owned by Mr. McLaughlin 
adjoins the east side lands on the south, 
It has a frontage on Flatbush Avenue of 
about 381 feet and’a depth of 280 feet. 


BROOKLYN DRY DOCK CASE. 


Retrial Ordered Because It Was 
Submitted to a Jury. 


Retrial was ordered yesterday by the 
United States Circuit Court of Appeals of 
the action brought by the Federal Gov- 
ernment against the contracting firm of T. 
A. Walsh for about $250,000, interest in- 
cluded, because of alleged defects in the 
great timber dry dock at the Brooklya 
Navy Yard. 

Judge Lacombe, in the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, at the first trial ordered a verdict 
for the contractors, ruling that the Gov- 
ernment had no ground upon which to base 
such an action after it had had both ma- 


terial and work inspected daily by its own 
Inspectors and had accepted the dock after 
a trial by a board of duly authorized naval 
officers. The higher court, through Judges 
Wallace and Townsend, holds that Judge 
Lacombe erred in not submitting the ease 
to a jury. 

This is the largest dry dock of its kind tn 
the world. Upon its completion it was 
tested with the big monitor Puritan, and 


was then paid for, the cost being about 
$400,000. At the beginning of the war with 
Spain the battleship Massachusetts was 
nearly wrecked in it. The water had hard- 
ly been pumped out when a tremendous 
leak suddenly developed, and only che 
prompt flooding of the whole dock saved 
the warship from capsizing. 

Naval Constructor Bowles was ordered to 
make an examination, to do which it was 
necessary to build a great coffer dam so 
that the foundations could be reached. It 
was found, it is claimed, that twenty-seven 
feet under water, where the original con- 
tract called for forty-seven feet piling to 
be built in alignment, the piling was of ir- 
regular length, ranging only from three to 
twelve feet, set crookedly and unbolted.

LEGAL NOTES. 


DEVISE OF PROPERTY DEFEATED BY IN- 
VOLUNTARY ALIENATION.—The question be- 
fore the Court of Appeals in the case of Eliz- 
abeth F. Ametrarfo against Henry T. Downs 
and others, was whether the rule that where 
one devises real property by will but be- 
fore death voluntarily alienates such prop- 
erty thereby defeating the devise, was 
changed if the alienation was involuntary. 
The court of last resort holds, by Judge 
Cullen, that it was not. While Margaret 
Shelley was the owner of a onb-half in- 
terest in the premises at 22 Oliver Street, 
she made a will devising her share to her 
daughter, the p’aintiff. Subsequently the 
property was taken in condemnation pro- 
ceedings for a school site. Mrs. Shelley 
was not a party to the proceedings, but 
when the award was paid to her husband 
and her half share—$4,900—was deposited 
to her credit, she drew the interest and 
took out $400 of the principal. When she 
died her entire estate consisted of person- 
alty. In the Surrogate’s Court and in the 
Appellate Division a finding was rendered 
adverse to the daughter's claim that she 
was entitled, as a devisee under the will, 
to the fund received by her mother in the 
condemnation proceedings. Judge Cullen 
for the Court of Appeals, says: “ We see 
no such difference between a voluntary 
and involuntary sale of the devised land 
as justifies a distinction in principle in the 
application of the rule that where the 
testator has parted with the subject of the 
devise, all claim of the devisee is lost. 
While there is no authority on the point 
in this State, (there is-said to be none in 
the country,) the question presented is not 
without analogy in the rule which deter- 
mines in cases of intestacy the character 
of the proceeds of sales by operation of 
law, whether they are to be considered as 
real or personal property.

ALLEGED FRAUD IN GIVING EFFECT TO 
DECEDENT’sS WISHES EXPRESSED IN Aa LET- 
TER.—When Mrs. Adeline Williams died she 
left a husband and several children. No 
will was found to dispose of her estate of 
$17,000 in personal property, but her hus- 
band discovered a letter addressed by his 
wife to her son, George Whittel, stating 
that she desired the letter to serve as her 
last will, and directing the payment of cer- 
tain bequests to her children and a grand- 
child, and, concluding, ‘“‘to my husband, 
John 8. Williams, I give the sur of $500." 
The latter delivered the letter, and there- 
after he, together with the other parties in- 
‘terested in the estate, entered into an 
agreement to carry out the directions con- 
tained in the letter. More than a year aft- 
erward, however, the husband brought an 
action to set aside the agreement on the 
ground that it was without consideration, 
and that it was procured by fraud on the 
part of the son, George Whittel, whose leg- 
acy was $4,000. A judgment in favor of the 
defendants has been affirmed by the Appel- 
late Division of Brooklyn. Mr. Williams, 
it was shown, was a man fifty-six years of 
age, in good health, and well educated. 
When he received the agreement for exe- 
cution he read it over, retained it in his pos- 
session for half an hour, explained it to 
his own son, and thereupon went before a 
notary and signed it. “I think,’’ says Jus- 
tice Jenks, for the court, “‘that the evi- 
dence not only fails to show that there was 
fraud on the part of any of the defendants, 
but that it- does establish that the plaintiff 
understood the purpose of the letter and 
its legal defects; that he was resigned to 
the disposition of property attempted to be 
made by his wife and renounced his legal 
rights; that he understood the purport and 
purpose of the agreement before he exe- 
cuted it, and that he assented and consent- 
ed to a legal execution of the wishes of his 
wife as i ex had been expressed in a 
legal testament, even so far as to accept 
payment on account of the sum bestowed 
by the letter.”
